plicant’s agreement not to use any por¬ 
tion of the extension for the storage or 
processing of combustible materials, and 
to raze the said extension within sixty 
days after expiration of the war emerg¬ 
ency, and that said extension will be 
owned by the Defense Plant Corpora¬ 
tion, an agency of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment, to be used for war purposes only. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Leonard moved 

A suspension of the rule to allow 
the second and third readings and final 
passage of the resolution. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the rule having been suspended, 
the resolution was read a second and 
third times, and upon final passage the 
ayes and noes were taken, and being 
taken were;

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. McArdle arose and said; 

Mr. President: I arise to a question of 
personal privilege. A few days ago the 
newspapers carried an item that certain 
people representing the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh made the statement that they were 
going to accept the assessments as turned 
over to the City by the Board of Property 
Assessments, Appeals and Review as 
final. As I understand the situation, the 
County Solicitor, according to the press, 
had said that it is legal for the Board of 
Property Assessments, Appeals and Re¬ 
view to extend the time of appeal on as¬ 
sessment made for this Triennial. It 
seems that the City, or certain officers 
of the City, have made the statement 
that the assessments turned over to the 
City Controller, so far as the City is con¬ 
cerned, are final. 

As one member of Council, I do not 
agree with that philosophy. 

Every one in Council knows that the 
Board of Property Assessments, Appeals 
and Review is a creation of the State 
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Legislature and had a tremendous job 
to do in a very short time. The assess¬ 
ments are made by sub-assessors, and 
these assessments made by the sub¬ 
assessors are subject to review. The 
massiveness of this job naturally would 
bring about some errors, particularly in 
view of the short time in which the 
Board had to do this work. 

If the taxpayers of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh disagree with the assessments 
placed upon their property and the Board 
for Property Assessments, Appeals and 
Review, backed up by an opinion of the 
County Solicitor, agree to extend the 
time of appeal so that everyone may 
have an opportunity to discuss their as¬ 
sessments with the Board, I think it i.s 
the duty of the City officials to go along 
with the new Tax Board, and not force 
people who believe that they have been 
aggrieved to be forced to go and hire a 
lawyer to take their case to court at con¬ 
siderable expense to the taxpayers. A 
lot of people who want to appeal are not 
financially able to hire an attorney. That 
is the reason I think there should be an 
expression made by the members of this 
Council. 

I, as one member of this body, am not 
going to force the poor people of this 
city to go to an attorney’s office and pay 
a fee when the Board of Property Assess¬ 
ments, Appeals and Review has signified 
and publicly stated that it will sit on 
appeals as long as appeals are made. I 
think this Council should go on record 
and take the same position as I take,— 
that where a taxpayer feels that he has 
been aggrieved, the Board should extend 
the time of the appeals as the said Board 
has signified its willingness to do, so that 
the people can work out the appeal with 
the new Tax Board. 

As I understand it, there has been an 
increase in asse’ssments in various wards 
of the City which naturally w'ill result 
in an increase in taxes in a number of 
wards of the City of Pittsburgh. 

I move 

That Council go on record agree¬ 
ing with the policy of the Board 
of Property Assessments, Appeals and 
Review in granting an extension of time 
for appeals on assessments so that every 
property owner might have an opportu¬ 
nity to discuss his problems with the 
Board of Property Assessment, Appeals 
and Review, which is satisfied to hear 
every case that wants to be heard. 


l\lr. Gallagher arose and said: 

l\Ir. President; I second the motion, so 
that it may he discussed. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President: For a point of informa¬ 
tion, isn’t this matter before the Courts 
for a decision? 

The Chair said: 

I believe the question is before the 
Courts for a decision. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President; This is a very seriou.s 
thing for Council to determine. As a lay¬ 
man, I must confess that I do not under¬ 
stand it, nor can I agree with the state¬ 
ment made by my colleague, Mr. Mc- 
Ardle. Before I would want to vote on 
the motion, I would want some of the 
legal minds in Council to explain the 
matter more explicitly. I wish some of 
the lawyer-councilmen would explain the 
matter, so that I may have definite in¬ 
formation on the subject. I do not w'ant 
to go on record as favoring or disapprov¬ 
ing the motion without a clear under¬ 
standing of the matter. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said; 

Mr. President: I am not discuss¬ 
ing the merits of the motion as to 
whether or not the Board of Property 
Assessments, Appeals and Review has 
power, or does not have power, to act on 
these appeals. However, I do not think 
this Council has the right to interfere 
in this matter, because the Tax Board 
has power to make these assessments 
under authority granted it by the Legis¬ 
lature of the State of Pennsylvania. This 
Council will have nothing to do in the 
matter until exonerations come before it. 
IR) to that time we will have to be ad¬ 
vised by our Law Department as to 
whether we have the legal power to 
honor exonerations. I am not discussing 
whether the people who are appealing 
their assessments to the Board have the 
right or not. Council has no power over 
that Board. Council has no right to’ tell 
them anything. If the Tax Board makes 
an erroneous assessment on a piece of 
property, and the owner appeals and is 
entitled to an exoneration later, we will 
have to take our advice on such matters 
from our Law Department if and when 
they come before Council. Until such a 
time arrives, I do not think Council has 
a right to tell the Tax Board what it 
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should or should not do with respect to 
assessments. 

IMr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President: The whoie question 
involved in this proposed action simply 
contemplates that the Court will rule 
upon the question as to whether the tax 
assessing' body has the power and the 
authority to hear appeals after a certain 
time has elapsed. It is not within the 
province of Council to extend or abridge 
the power of the Board of Property As¬ 
sessments, Appeais and Review. Their 
power is fixed by law. There is a little 
uncertainty in the present Act as to 
when the time for taking appeals be¬ 
comes final. At any rate, the practice 
heretofore obtained under the existing 
law is that the taxpayer has 30 days 
from the time the assessment is made 
to appeal, and if he does not take action 
within that time, he is through. It is 
without the province of Council to ex¬ 
tend the time to take an appeal. The 
action now taken by the City Solicitor 
is to get a ruling so the Court wiii state 
whether the Board of Property Assess¬ 
ments, Appeals and Review has power 
to review these assessments after the 
time for appeal has elapsed. In such 
cases it is in the interest of certainty 
that that action be taken in the Court 
so that it will be definitely determined 
for the guidance of the Board of Prop¬ 
erty Assessments, Appeals and Review 
and the City. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President: I seconded the 
motion in order to bring the ciuestion 
before the Councii for discussion. The 
only information I have on the subject is 
what I read in the newspapers, and, ac¬ 
cording to my interpretation of these 
news items, any property O'wner who has 
paid his taxes cannot take an appeal, 
and if he does not pay his taxes before 
the time fixed by law to take advantage 
of the discount, is compelled to pay a 
penalty and interest. When the Act was 
passed by the State Legislature abolish¬ 
ing the City Board of Assessors and 
creating the County Board of Property 
Assessments, Appeals and Review, it 
gave this latter board the power and 
authority to assess properties in the City 
of Pittsburgh, thus taking away all 
power of the City authorities to assess 
properties for taxation purposes. There 
is a doubt, therefore, in my mind 


whether Council has any power to inter¬ 
vene in this matter. 

iVir. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President: In answer to Mr. 
Duff, the purpose of my motion and the 
purpose of my remarks, I read in one of 
the Pittsburgh papers wTiere the County 
Solicitor ruled that the Board of Prop¬ 
erty Assessments, Appeals and Review 
had a right to extend the time for ap¬ 
peals, and the City Solicitor, if the 
papers quoted her correctly, disagrees 
with that opinion, and stated that the 
city will stand by the assessments as 
presented to the City Controller by this 
new Tax Board. I am not so silly as to 
think we have authority over the Board 
of Property Assessments, Appeals and 
Review. We, as councilmen and the tax 
levying body of the city, do have a right 
to express our opinion as to whether or 
not we want to help tax payers who 
believe they have been aggrieved. It is 
better that the Board of Property As¬ 
sessments, Appeals and Review assist 
these people rather than forcing them to 
hire an attorney to go to Court for re¬ 
dress. The City Solicitor says that the 
Citj^ is going to stand on the law where 
an aggrieved property owner has allowed 
the 30-day period of appeal to elapse. 
The County Solicitor says they have a 
right to extend the appeal time. All I 
am asking in this motion is that the 
Council agree with that suggestion. If 
property owners have been aggrieved by 
sub-assessors, certainly the new Board of 
Property Assessments, Appeals and Re¬ 
view has the right to send out special 
assessors to check on the right of the 
sub-assessors, and they do not have time 
to do that unless the time of appeal is 
extended. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President: In answer to Mr. 
McArdle’s statement, the very fact that 
there is a difference of opinion between 
the City Solicitor and the County Solici¬ 
tor indicates the uncertainty of the legis¬ 
lation. The Legislative Act of 1933, ap¬ 
plicable to the County, provided that a 
taxpayer might appeal at any time be¬ 
fore the payment of his taxes. There is 
no such provision in the Act relating to 
the City. In the Act creating this new 
Board there is no such provision as to 
the taking of an appeal at any time 
before paying taxes. The uncertainty 
arises from the fact that you have a 
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piece of legislation enacted in 1933, re¬ 
lating to the County, and another piece 
of legislation enacted in 1939, amended 
in 1941, relating to the assessing of taxes 
both in the City and the County. The 
time fixed by law for appealing an as¬ 
sessment made in the City is November 
30 and for that of the County, April 1. 
It is by reason of that uncertainty that 
this matter has got to be brought before 
the Court for a final determination so 
we will know what we can do. That is 
the reason why it should go before the 
Court for decision. At this time there 
are two different opinions on this sub¬ 
ject. 

Mr. Evans arose and said; 

Mr. President: It is true that the 
Board of Property Assessments, Appeals 
and Review of the County is accepting 
tax appeals, but before final action is 
taken, it will have to be determined by 
the Courts as to whether the Board has 
that authority. I therefore believe it is 
unwise for Council to take a stand one 
way or the other on this subject. 

President Kilgallen called Mr. Leonard 
to the Chair, and taking the floor, said: 

Mr. Chairman: I have left the 
Chair in order to respond to some part 
of Mr. McArdle’s speech, which I sensed 
as being critical of the administrative 
side of the City Government. As we 
know, Mayor Scully has been ill for 
some time and in his absence City Treas¬ 
urer Kirk has been serving as Deputy 
Mayor. If anything in Mr. McArdle’s re¬ 
marks are to the effect that the city 
administration is wrong in the position 
that it has taken in regard to the allow¬ 
ance of appeals from assessments made 
by the County Board of Assessors, he, 
Mr. McArdle, in my opinion, is entirely 
and unqualifiedly mistaken. No one in 
the city administration is criticizing the 
allowance of these appeals. Every one 
in the city administration has the same 
consideration and regard for our tax¬ 
payers as Mr. McArdle has. We want to 
see fair and equitable assessments. IMr. 
Kirk, as acting Mayor, is equally anx¬ 
ious for fair and equitable assessments 
too, but the circumstances compel him to 
take the position that there is a legal 
question involved on the allowance of 
these appeals. Relying on advice given 
him by the City Solicitor—he must 
rely upon advice given him by the City 
Solicitor rather than upon the solicitors 


representing other divisions of govern¬ 
ment in the county—he has directed the 
attention of the County Board to the 
legal question thus involved. Mr. Kirk 
would have been remiss in his duty had 
he failed to do this. It is not at all a 
question of policy or sentiment—it is .a 
question of law. Most of all and above 
all, it is not in any way the adoption of 
a policy, or the taking of a position con¬ 
trary to the policy adopted or the posi¬ 
tion taken by the new County Board of 
Assessors. 

To this new Board of County Assessors 
have been appointed men of ability and 
integrity. Through me, this Council, I 
am sure, voices its confidence in the 
judgments of the members of the new 
Board. To them has been given a tre¬ 
mendously difficult job. In a restricted 
time, they are expected to place a valu¬ 
ation on every parcel of land and every 
building in Pittsburgh and the county 
territory outside Pittsburgh. It is true 
that in the territory outside Pittsburgh, 
they will be somewhat assisted by the 
assessed valuations placed upon these 
properties in prior years. That assistance 
is denied them in Pittsburgh, where in 
other years, there has been conflict be¬ 
tween valuations of the City assessors 
and the valuation of the County assess¬ 
ors. In fact, gentlemen, it has not been 
uncommon, as a matter of law, estab¬ 
lished after appeal to the courts, a piece 
of i)roperty can have one valuation for 
county assessment and another valuation 
for city as.sessment. That illustrates, as 
clearly as 1 can put it, the tremendous 
and complex job which has been given 
to the new County Board of Assessors. 
In a metropolitan city of 670,000 people 
and a metropolitan county of 1,300,000 
people, the new Board of Assessors is 
expected to quickly place valuations on 
real estate, which, in the past, has been 
variously assessed by responsible boards 
and the court itself. 

In our consideration of Mr. McArdle’s 
resolution, which none of us, I suppose, 
has read and which is only partially 
understood, I would imagine, by some 
of us—at least it is only partially under¬ 
stood by myself—we must remember that 
this assessment business concerns three 
subdivisions of government—the School 
Board, the City of Pittsburgh and the 
Board of Commissioners of Allegheny 
County. Each of them is separate and 
apart in spheres. Each is given different 
functions and different responsibilities by 
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the lefrislation which created them. We 
are as separate one from the other as we 
are from the Congress of the United 
States or the Legislature at Harrisburg. 

If it is the intent and purpose of Mr. 
McArdle’s resolution to petition the 
county government for fair and impartial 
consideration of the taxpayers assess¬ 
ment troubles—if this be the intent of the 
resolution, I have no objection to it. If 
this resolution amounts to nothing more 
than “Please, County Commissioners, will 
you do the right thing by the people of 
Pittsburgh?” I have no objection to it. 

We occasionally send that sort of a pe¬ 
tition to Congress or to the Utility Com¬ 
mission at Harrisburg or to other re- | 

sponsible bodies. We want to help the 
people secure fair assessments. We are 
as kindhearted as Mr. McArdle. We want 
the people to love and cheer for us as j 

does Mr. McArdle. But I am a little ‘ 

reluctant to insert myself into an ex¬ 
tremely difficult problem when I know 
very well that the Legislature at Harris- I 

burg has taken from my hands any con- | 

trol or contact with the problem. We I 

are dealing here with a matter of law, j 

not sentiment. Assessments are made j 

under the routine which is set up by 1 

legislation. When lawyers disagree as to ^ 

the meaning and intent of that legisla¬ 
tion, there is only one thing to do: in j

argument for my motion. There is a 
question as to whether the thirty day 
period in which to make an appeal is 
final. This is not sentiment, and it is 
not a legal question. It might be a legal 
question, but it is not decided yet. The 
purpose of my motion is to let the peo¬ 
ple know that the case is not decided, 
and those w’ho want to take an appeal 
can file an appeal until the question is 
decided. You say that the City Solicitor 
has given us an opinion. Well, if she 
gave you an opinion, you did not give 
me a copy. You talk about criticizing 
the Mayor; I am not criticizing the 
Mayor. I think this is a problem in 
which the Council should be interested, 
and that is the purpose of my remarks. 
There is too much of this business in 
City Hall of someone speaking for Coun¬ 
cil. We are the tax levying body and 
the appropriating body. Only today we 
went along with a veto of the Mayor 
because Council was infringing upon the 
executive branch. Certainly isn’t that an 
infringement upon Council for someone 
to speak for the body? We have a right 
to be, consulted in this matter. We sit 
around this table and consider the tax 
rate. I never noticed anyone outside the 
Council w'orrying about it. I repeat, I 
am trying to do something for those tax¬ 
payers who believe they have a griev¬ 
ance with respect to their assessments, 
and I ask for adoption of my motion. 

Mr. Kilgallen arose and said: 

Mr. President: I do not want to 
prolong this argument. I am going to 
vote against the motion, because I think 
it will embarrass the County Board and 
confuse the situation. 

President Kilgallen resumed the Chair. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said; 

Mr. President: Mr. Kirk is the 
Treasurer of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
if any exonerations are paid illegally, he 
is the one w’ho w’ill be surcharged. There¬ 
fore, in his own behalf, he should not act 
in this matter until he has been com¬ 
petently advised on the law by those 
authorized to furnish him such informa¬ 
tion. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President; The only one who 
brought Mr. Kirk’s name into the dis¬ 
cussion was you, Mr. Chairman. I never 
mentioned any names. That is the trou¬ 
ble around this Council: you barge out 
to defend somebody about whom nothing 






















































has been said. 1 did not bring his name 
into the discussion.

Mr. President;—I am opposed to 
the adoption of this resolution for the 
reason that I do not think it is the pre ¬ 
rogative of this Council to tell the Gov¬ 
ernor and the Senate of the State of 
Pennsylvania what their duties are with 
respect to cabinet appointments. 

Some time ago another member of this 
Council, Mr. Evans, presented a resolu¬ 
tion asking this Council to reciuest the 
Senate of the United States to refuse to 
confirm the appointment of Richard Irvin 
to the position of State Director of the 
WPA. I opposed that resolution for the 
reason that I did not think it was any 
of my business who the President ap¬ 
pointed to this position. I feel the same 
way about the appointment of Dr, Frank 
Parker. 

I do not want to ask the Senate of the 
State of Pennsylvania to refuse to con¬ 
firm the appointment of a man about 
whom I know nothing. I do not know 
whether Dr. Parker would be a good or 
bad public utility commissioner. I be¬ 
lieve the members of the State Senate 
have sufficient information about this 
nominee on which to make a decision. 
It is the responsibility of the members 
of the Senate to approve or disapprove 
Dr. Parker’s appointment, and if I read 
the papers correctly, there are sufficient 
votes in the State Senate to block the 
confirmation of Dr. Parker’s appointment 
as a member of the Public Utility Com¬ 
mission of the State of Pennsylvania. In 
fact, I believe Dr. Parker has already 
been informed that his appointment will 
not be confirmed by the State Senate. 
For these reasons, Mr. President, I am 


opposed to going on record in this body 
disapproving the appointment of a man 
whom I know nothing about. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President;—Will you please 
explain the resolution? 

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—This resolution is a 
protest against the appointment of Dr. 
Frank Parker to membership in the 
Public Utility Commission of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. A vacancy in that body will exist 
on March 1, 1943, when the term of Mr. 
Beamish expires. The Governor of Penn¬ 
sylvania has nominated Dr. Frank 
Parker, and his name is now before the 
State Senate for confirmation. This reso¬ 
lution respectfully requests the Governor 
to withdraw that nomination and urges 
the Senators to vote against confirma¬ 
tion. 

I have presented this resolution upon 
information received, which 1 believe to 
be factually correct. Dr. Parker has been 
in the employ of The Pennsylvania 
Power and Light Company, the Phila¬ 
delphia Transportation Company, the 
Peoples Natural Gas Company, and other 
utility companies. A professor in Phila¬ 
delphia, a man of considerable book 
learning, I would think, on rate struc¬ 
tures and utility practices generally, his 
services have quite often been at the 
disposal of large utility companies. He 
has been one of their supporting con¬ 
sultants. Some years ago when the 
Hopson scandal broke and his utility 
jugglings were exposed. Dr. Frank 
Parker appeared as a witness for the 
defense and attempted to rationalize 
Hopson’s maneuverings. He failed. Hop- 
son went to the penitentiary. He was 
a scoundrel. He is still in the peniten¬ 
tiary. 

Dr. Parker’s viewpoint, his environ¬ 
ment, the use to which he has put his 
talents (I would not want it to be im¬ 
plied that he has done anything wrong 
or unethical) deprives him of that im¬ 
partiality and evenmindedness so essen¬ 
tial to fair decision on the questions 
that come before the Utility Commission. 
The battle to regulate these powerful 
companies is hard enough without plac¬ 
ing in judgment a man who has clearlj' 
shown his predisposition and inclination 
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toward these companies. No utility com¬ 
pany in Penn.sylvania needs to have, nor 
should it have, a former employee, a 
former consultant, on the State’s Utility 
Commission. Pennsylvania is not severe 
with utilities. We are not utility baiters. 
No utility company in this State is 
legally or judicially at a disadvantage. 
In the same sense that men have said, 
“You can’t put a Million Dollars in jail.” 
So now they say in Pennsylvania, “You 
can't do any injustice to a utility com¬ 
pany.’’ By that is meant if any tribunal 
decision is improperly adverse to a 
utility, the first court that reviews the 
case—the company will see to it that 
such review is speedy and jirompt— 
will order a quick reversal. The same 
thing is decidedl.v untrue when a tribunal 
decision is improperly adverse to the 
public. Delays. Delays. Delays. Inter¬ 
minable delays, 'fhe utilities have the 
trains, the career men, the contacts. 
'I'hey know their way around. Have you 
ever been present at a rate case pro¬ 
ceeding? On one side of the table you 
have seen a battery of keen, able law¬ 
yers, men who have made this sort of 
thing their life study, well jiaid, with 
all needed experts at their command, 
and with ready and easy access to com¬ 
pany records. On the other side of the 
table, you have seen a lone lawyer, cap¬ 
able enough within his experience, but 
usually unaided by the highest type of 
expert, with very difficult access to 
company records, mostly engaged in a 
fishing expedition, and tvorst of all, a 
lawyer who will be here today and 
somewhere else tomorrow. This lack of 
continuity in service works to a great 
disadvantage to the public. You can 
see it working in every elective body 
in the State. It will work in this Ooun- 
cil. It takes .some time for elected offi¬ 
cials to become even part-way familiar 
with these matters and it very often 
happens that when an elective body is 
to some degree sufficient to maintain its 
arguments, an election occurs and a 
new group of men start their appren¬ 
ticeship. 

In all these remarks, gentlemen, 1 am 
trying to say that the viewpoint of Dr. 
Barker is the one thing that is not 
needed by a Utility Commissioner. It 
will be much better if the men compris¬ 
ing the Utility Commission were some¬ 
what skeptical, hard boiled, and hard to 


convince. The Commission, in a way, 
should be the people’s advocate and 
should try in some degree to compensate 
for the disparity in the capabiliti(S of 
the contesting parties. 

Governor iMartin can serve the jjeople 
of Pennsylvania by nominating to mem¬ 
bership on our Utility Commission men 
who look somewhat askance at utilities, 
rather than by appointing men who have 
been their friends, their paid employees, 
their consultants, ’{'’his attempted ap- 
liointment is a bad augury of the new 
Governor's way of thinking on this vital 
(luestion. 

In my humble opinion. Dr. f’rank 
Parker is not the man to be a fair and 
impartial member of the Public rtility 
Commission of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—You know some¬ 
thing about the nominee; 1 do not. 1, 
however, know something about how 
things operate in Harrisburg, and 1 do 
know that the nominee has already been 
given tiotice through the public press 
that he will not be confirmed. 1 think 
this Council is going out of bounds when 
it goes on record disapproving Dr. 
Parker’s appointment. It is not a pre¬ 
rogative of this Council to tell the Gov¬ 
ernor and the Senate of the State of 
Pennsylvania what it should or should 
not do with respect to appointments on 
the State payroll. 

Our action today might react against 
the peoi)le of Pittsburgh at some future 
time if we go before the Public Utility 
Commission on a rate case. In case Dr. 
Parker is confirmed and serves on the 
Public rtilit.v Commission, we do not 
want him prejudiced against any rate 
case in which the City of Pittsburgh 
might be interested. That is another 
reason why I do not think this Council 
should adopt i\Ir. Kilgallen’s resolution. 

l\Ir. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I merely want to 
say one word. Mr. .McArdle’s argument 
is very fallacious. 1 am for public owner¬ 
ship of all utilities. 1 think a public 
utility should be what it is named. It 
should be owned by the c-onsumers if not 
by the public. Recently I heard an ad¬ 
dress by a man from New Zealand. 
This gentlemen said that in New Zealand, 






































the public owns all utilities. It is men 
like Dr. Parker who are blocking the 
very progressive movement in public 
ownership of all utilities. I would vote 
against his appointment even though it 
would he prejudicial to this Council. 

IMr. McArdle arose and said; 

Air. President;—For Air. Fvans’ 
information, I wish to state that Joe 
AlcArdle sponsored a bill in Harrisburg 
and had it passed giving' the people of 
■Mlegheny County the right to vote for 
imblic ownershi]) of all utilities. It went 
to a vote by the people of Allegheny 
County and was defeated. 1 have no 
interest in public utilities. 1 voted 
against them and fought them as much 
as anybody. A lot of people did not 
fight them. This is the imint, you are 
asking me to vote to condemn a man 
■whom I know nothing about. If I were 
in the State Senate and were called 
upon to vote on his confirmation, I would 
make it my busine.ss to find something 
about his qualifications. 1 have nothing 
to do with the confirmation of Dr. 
Parker's appointment as a member of 
the Public Utility (''oinmission. That is 
the job for 50 State Senators, 25 of whom 
are elected every two years. These 
Senators went to the people for this job, 
and I feel confident that if Dr. Parker 
is what these people say he is, he should 
be rejected. 

Air. Gallagher arose and said; 

Air. President;—1 do not intend 
to get into a discussion on this resolu¬ 
tion. I intend to be recorded as not 
voting. I agree with Air. AlcArdle to a 
certain extent, that I do not think it is 
the prerogative of this Council to tell 
the Senate of the State of Pennsylvania 
whether they should or should not ap¬ 
prove the appointment of Dr. Parker. 

As far as the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion of the State of Pennsylvania is 
concerned affecting the rights of the 
people, 1 have always been of the opinion 
that the Public Utility Commission of 
the State of Peni\sylvania is a political 
setup, controlled by the utilities. The 
only time, to my knowledge, tluit the 
Public Utility Commission of the State 
of Pennsylvania gave the people a break, 
was under Covernor Earle. During (lov- 


ernor Earle’s regime the people of Penn¬ 
sylvania did get favorable consideration 
in utility matters by the then Public 
Utility Commission. When Covernor 
James was elected, he took the tools 
a'way from the Commission by cutting 
its appropriation, and the Commission 
is partially functioning in the interests 
of the citizens of Pennsylvania. 

1 believe, regardless whether tliis reso¬ 
lution i.s adopted, the Covernor of Penn¬ 
sylvania appointed Dr. Parker, and 
whether or not he does not get the votes 
in the Htate Senate to <-oufirm his ap- 
l)ointment, he will still l)e appointed on 
the Puhli<- Utility Commission, 'rherc- 
fore, I do not think tliis Council lias tlie 
right to tell the State Senate what it 
should do on this appointment. 

Air. Leonard arose and said; 

Air. President;—There may be a 
lot to what Air. AlcArdle .sa.vs, that it is 
not within the prerogative of this Coun- 
eil to tell the Senate of the State of 
Pennsylvania hoiv it should or should 
not act on matters which come before 
that body; but in this instance, 'wdiere 
the interests of the people of Pittsburgh 
are at stake, I think it is within the 
prerogative of this Council to petition 
the State Senate to turn down the ap¬ 
pointment of Dr. Frank Parker as a 
member of the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion. 

I say it for this reason; ive are elected 
by the people of Pittsburgh, and we are 
all of one party. It has been the policy 
of that party to fight rate cases lieforc 
the Public Utility Commission in the 
interest of the small consumers. This 
resolution, if adopted, will go to the 
members of the Senate of the State of 
Pennsylvania. It is asking the Demo¬ 
cratic members of the State Senate, who 
are in the minority, to vote against the 
confirmation of Dr. Parker’s appoint¬ 
ment, because, as I have read in the 
newspapers, he i.s not the caliber of man 
to serve on the. Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 

For that reason, Air. President, 1 am 
going to vote for this resolution. 

And the question recurring on the 
adoption of the resolution, the ayes and 
noes Were ordered taken, and lieing 
taken were;

Mr. Leonard, at this time, arose to a 
question of personal privilege, and said 
Mr. President:—I arise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege. An editorial 
entitled, “A Moral Obligation” appeared 
in the Pittsburgh Sun-Telegraph on 
Wednesday, March 3, 1943. It reads: 

“The Pittsburgh Civil Service Com¬ 
mission has stated that municipal em¬ 
ployees are not protected by the 
Selective Service Act, which provides 
a draftee must be reinstated for one 
year in his old position after being dis¬ 
charged from military service. 

“John A. Moore, a city chainman, 
was called to the Army last August 


and was honorably discharged in No¬ 
vember. He was reinstated in his job 
November 25 but dismissed at the end 
of the year when certain jobs were 
eliminated in the department budget. 

“City Solicitor Anne X. Alpern, who 
prepared the ruling for the commission, 
said: 

‘It is clear that it was hoped by 
Congress that municipal authorities 
would establish regulations of like 
character.’ (Guaranteeing returned sol¬ 
diers employment for at least a year.) 

“The intent of the law is clear to 
the City Solicitor. Even if the city has 
found a legal loophole to justify its 
dismissal of a returned soldier, surely 
there is a moral obligation to uphold 
the intent of the law. 

“If municipalities like Pittsburgh are 
to ignore the intent of the Selective 
Service Act, how can private industry 
be expected to go the limit to protect 
the job of the worker called to service? 

“Solicitor Alpern declared that the 
city must reinstate its employees upon 
their return from service, but added 
they may be fired later. She suggested 
the Civil Service Commission consider 
amending its rules to provide the 
year’s protection. It is a worthy sug¬ 
gestion.” 

After I read that editorial, I tried to 
get some information on the hearing 
held by the Civil Service Commission in 
the case of John A. Moore, of 4^05 Penn 
avenue. He held the position of Chain- 
man in the Department of Public Works. 
I do not say that the Civil Service Com¬ 
mission has violated the law; maybe it 
found a loophole to evade the law. If 
that be the case, I think the Council 
should step in and take a hand, and 
adopt such legislation as is necessary to 
protect the rights of a returned soldier. 

The officials of the City of Pittsburgh 
are severely criticized for the actions of 
the Civil Service Commission. Such ac¬ 
tions stir up resentment and cause the 
opposite political faction in power to 
agitate for a change in the Civil Service 
setup. There is now pending before the 
State Legislature a bill to rip out the 
present Civil Service Commission, and 
provide for the appointment of its mem¬ 
bers by the Common Pleas Court Judges 
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of Allegheny County. Eventually the 
Council will be blamed for errors In 
judgment made by the Civil Service 
Commission. 

I do not believe the members of our 
present Civil Service Commission desire 
to impose any hardships upon any sol¬ 
diers returning to civilian life. Never¬ 
theless, in this particular case an in¬ 
justice was done this former city em¬ 
ployee who was honorably discharged 
from the United States Army because of 
a slight physical ailment which did not 
hinder or prevent him from performing 
the duties of the position which he held 
before he entered the army and which 
duties he performed for almost two 
months since his return to civilian life. 

It is not comforting to other city em¬ 
ployees, who return from military service, 
to learn that they will be deprived of 
their positions because of some mis¬ 
understanding or confusion in the Act. 
It is, therefore, incumbent upon the 
Civil Service Commission to revise its 
rules to conform to the intent and pur¬ 
pose of the Selective Service Act, which 
says that a soldier returning from mili¬ 
tary service shall be given his former 
position for at least one year thereafter. 

As I said before, the name of the in¬ 
dividual concerned is John A. Moore. He 
held the position of Chalnman in the 
Department of Public Works. He was 
drafted into the armed services of the 
United States in August of 1942, and was 
given an honorable discharge on Novem¬ 
ber 17, 1942. (It was a medical dis¬ 
charge.) On November 17 or 18, 1942, he 
returned to Pittsburgh, and requested 
Director Roessing of the Department of 
Public Works to restore him to his for¬ 
mer position. Director Roessing hesitated 
taking prompt action to reinstate Mr. 
Moore, holding him off until November 
25. The Director’s statement to Mr. 
Moore was that he had to get a legal 
opinion. Mr. Roessing reinstated Mr, 
Moore to his position on November 25. 
On December 31, 1942, Mr. Moore was 
dismissed because his job had been 
eliminated from the budget. 

Mr. Moore appealed his case to the 
Civil Service Commission, and on March 
1, 1943, the Commission handed down an 
opinion. The opinion of the Commission, 
written by Anne X. Alpern, City Solicitor, 


was that City employees were not pro¬ 
tected by the job angle of the Selective 
Service Act of 1942. These are her words 
and I quote from the Civil Service Com¬ 
mission hearing. “The city must return 
military men to their jobs but need not 
keep them long.” Private business and 
federal units must reinstate miltiary men 
in old jobs and keep them there for not 
less than one year. 

The important part of the story is 
this—Miss Alpern said in her opinion 
that it was the full intent of the law to 
protect the jobs of men called to service. 
Congress hoped, she indicated, that 
municipalities would form rules and regu¬ 
lations to protect jobs of city employees. 
Legally, she said, the city was justified 
in dismissing Moore. 

In her own words Miss Alpern sug¬ 
gested that the Civil Service Commission 
change its rules to give protection to 
the soldier. This suggestion was ignored. 

After our own Law Department (Miss 
Alpern) told the Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion to change its rules to protect sol¬ 
diers taken into the armed service, the 
Civil Service Commission up to date has 
failed to make such change. 

Moreover, Mr. Moore made the state¬ 
ment to the Civil Service Commission 
that he would like to take an appeal 
from the Commission’s decision, not for 
the reason that it would secure him his 
own job, but to protect all other city 
employees in their positions after their 
return to civilian life. * 

Mr. President, my reason for bringing 
this subject up in Council at this time 
is to protect the rights of the city em¬ 
ployees who are called into the armed 
service of the United States. It may not 
be a serious case (because the employee 
concerned may be restored to his posi¬ 
tion), but it is a question that should 
receive the serious consideration of this 
Council in order to prevent a repetition 
of the injustice which was done Mr. 
Moore. 

I believe that Council should ask the 
Law Department to submit legislation 
to protect all city employees who are 
called to the armed service in their posi¬ 
tions for at least one year after their 
return to civilian life. We do not want 
a recurrence of the acts which took place 
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after the World War I, when men in the 
military service returning home were 
denied their positions.

WHEREAS, The Selec¬ 
tive, Training and Service Act, as well as 
other P’ederal legislation pertaining to the 
rights of persons inducted for wartime 
service into the various branches of the 
armed forces of the United States, pro¬ 
vides that such persons shall be reem¬ 
ployed in the positions which they held 
prior to their induction if they are honor¬ 
ably discharged from service, if they are 
still qualified to perform the duties of the 
positions, if they apply for reemployment

WHEREAS, It appears to the City 
Councii that such provisions relating to 
persons returning to the employ of the 
United States Government and to the 
employ of private employers, should also 
apply in the case of persons returning to 
the employ of the City of Pittsburgh;

WHEREAS, No such provisions do now 
apply in the case of persons returning 
to the employ of the City of Pittsburgh 
under the present rules of the Civil 
Service Commission of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh; No'w, Therefore, Be It 
RESOLVED, That the City Council 
does hereby recommend to the Civil Ser¬ 
vice Commission of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh that it consider the advisability 
of amending its rules so as to provide 
that any person who was employed by 






































the City of Pittsburgh prior to his in¬ 
duction into any branch of the armed 
forces of the United States and who 
returns to his former employment under

Mr. President:—I arise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege. The Pitts- J 

burgh Sun-Telegraph, under date of 
March 18, 1943, carried a story, titled, 
“Weir Raps Roessing in Tin Can Dis¬ 
pute.” 1 want to take a few moments to 
say a word regarding the collection of 
tin cans in the City of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Weir, a member of this body, is ! 

head of the Tin Can Salvage Committee i 

in the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
has gone on record indicating its will¬ 
ingness to co-operate with the Federal 
authorities in collecting tin cans. I, as 
one member of Council, know that the 
tin cans in the City of Pittsburgh, the 
Government needs so badly, are not be¬ 
ing collected regularly. 

Mr. Weir made the suggestion that on 
each of our garbage trucks there be 
built or placed a container so that the 
garbage collectors could collect the tin 
cans at the same time that they collect 
the garbage and rubbish from the house¬ 
holds in the City of Pittsburgh. That ! 
suggestion sounds very reasonable to me. ! 
But apparently he has not been able to 
get the administrative side of the City 
Administration to see eye to eye with 
him, or to make an effort to collect the 
tin cans. 

Over the radio and in the newspapers 
the housewives of Pittsburgh are being 
urged to keep tin cans; that tin is a 
vital material needed in the prosecution 
of the war. And I think the time has 
arrived when the Council of the City of 


Pittsburgh should bring before it tomor¬ 
row, in committee, the people who are 
responsible for the collection of tin cans; 
and the Council should tell the Director 
of the Department of Public Works and 
the Superintendent of the Incinerator to 
go out and collect the tin cans and to 
cooperate with the Chairman of the Tin 
Can Salvage Committee. 

I know, in my own home, that there 
is a big box of tin cans and every day 
my wife wants to know when they are 
going to be collected. I think that con¬ 
dition exists in thousands of homes in 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

Our Director of Public Works went to 
England, I understood, to And out what 
was going on in the war, and here he is 
in the City of Pittsburgh leaving tin 
cans pile up in the homes—a lot of places 
that are probably creating, in some in¬ 
stances, fire traps—and he, as the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public 
Works, is not doing anything about col¬ 
lecting tin cans. 

According to this newspaper item, Dr. 
L. H. Blose, chief of service. Materials 
Conservation Committee, County Defense 
Council, showed Mr. Weir a letter he 
had written to Mayor Scully, saying, 

“I respectfully urge you to take some 
action to alleviate a situation which is 
rapidly bringing about a disintegration 
of all our well-laid plans. 

“We were most proud of our Janu¬ 
ary record. Your city collected 523,000 
pounds. I trust some plan of action 
can be agreed upon.” 

Now, if I understand the situation, the 
Mayor is both Mr. Agar and Mr. 
Roessing’s superior. Since this war be¬ 
gan he has been around talking about 
prosecution of the war. I w'ould suggest 
that he make an investigation into the 
tin can situation and see, as the Chief 
Executive of the City, that something is 
done about it. 

Mr. President, I move that both the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works and the Superintendent of the 
Incinerator be instructed to appear be¬ 
fore the Committee on Public Works to¬ 
morrow, and that Council take some 
action—not ask them what they are do¬ 
ing—looking forward to the proper city 
olficials going out and collecting the tin 
cans and turning them over to the proper 
agencies. 
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Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I personally be¬ 
lieve that the tin can situation is a dis¬ 
grace to the City of Pittsburgh. I am 
not casting any reflections on Mr. "Weir, 
('hairman of the Tin Can Salvage Com¬ 
mittee. I talked personally to him, and 
he said that he cannot get any action. 
Out in my own neighborhood, the Brook¬ 
line district, the housewives have been 
saving tin cans, preparing them for col¬ 
lection, and no one seems to care 
whether they are collected or not. It is 
a disgrace the way the tin cans have 
been allowed to accumulate in back 
yards. I know it is hard work to take 
the labels off the cans, cut the ends out, 
flatten them, and otherwise prepare them 
for collection. Some of the business men 
in the Brookline district called me about 
three weeks ago that the cans were not 
being picked up, and I advised them to 
contact the Superintendent of the In¬ 
cinerator. It is the duty of the Bureau 
of Refuse to devise some ways and 
means to collect tin cans regularly, be¬ 
cause the tin from the cans is vitally 
needed in the prosecution of the war. 1 
hope that when this meeting is held to¬ 
morrow the Director and the Superin¬ 
tendent will be impressed with the im¬ 
portance of collecting tin cans. 

Here is a postal card I received today, 
in which the writer says, “About ten 
carloads of tin cans have been lying in 
the old stock yards at Point Breeze for 
about two months. They have been ex¬ 
posed so long that I doubt if any tin is 
left on them. Won’t you please get after 
your Purchasing Agent and have them 
moved to a point where they can be 
used.” There are many complaints com¬ 
ing in. If you go around this city you 
wiil see many tin cans. I hope, whoever 
is responsible for their collection, will 
take prompt steps to clean up this mess. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President :—I confess that 1 
do not know a whole lot about this mat¬ 
ter. I know only what I heard here to¬ 
day and have read in the papers. I do 
hope that when this question comes up 
in committee tomorrow that the Director 


of the Department of Public Works or 
the Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Refuse will not come in and put the blame 
for the non-collection of tin cans on the 
drivers. The drivers want to collect 
these cans, but do not know what to do 
about it. They are worried about the 
backlog and whether they would have to 
collect them, or are people in the trucking 
business to collect them. I just want to 
call Council's attention to the fact that 
every time something happens in the 
garbage and rubbish situation, it is the 
driver's fault. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President: — Mr. Gallagher 
quoted from a card he received regard¬ 
ing the tin cans at Point Breeze. I want 
to say, in answer to that, that it is not 
the city’s responsibility to move those 
cans. They were placed there before 
arrangements were made by the city to 
collect the prepared cans. Of course, the 
pile is growing larger. F'or the informa¬ 
tion of Council, I want to state that it 
is the responsibility of the Pittsburgh 
Council of Defense to remove those cans. 
A contract has been awarded to have 
them removed, and the contractor is the 
same contractor who removed the cans 
from the Exposition grounds on the 
North Side. He is a responsible man 
and will remove the cans. 

And the question recurring on the 
motion of Mr. McArdle, 

That both the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works and the Superin¬ 
tendent of the Incinerator be instructed 
to appear before the Committee on Pub¬ 
lic Works tomorrow, and that Council 
take some action—not ask them what 
they are doing—looking forward to the 
proper city offlcials going out and col¬ 
lecting the tin cans and turning them 
over to the proper agencies.

pany. I did find that we pay the Penn¬ 
sylvania Water Company a certain 
charge for hydrants and pipe lines; and 
if there Was a sneak move on the part 
of the officials to set up a water author¬ 
ity. I think the City of Pittsburgh is 
vitally interested, and we should have 
legal representation in the negotiations 
or whatever transaction is taken setting 
up a water authority. The time may 
arrive when the City of Pittsburgh in¬ 
stead of buying water from the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Water Company will supply city 
residents with water produced in our 
own plant. 

Miss Alpern said; 

For the information of Council, 

I wish to state that about half of the 
people of the Thirteenth Ward purchases 
water from the Pennsylvania Water 
Company, and the Company bills direct 
to the consumers.

I therefore, on my own responsibility, 
advised Samuel Hannaford & Sons that 
we would not recommend the transmis¬ 
sion of these funds to them until such 
time as they entered into an agreement 
to assume all responsibility for any 
claim of O. W. Motz against the City of 
Pittsburgh, to defend any suits, and to 
pay any judgments that might be entered 
against the City in connection with this 
claim. 

We have received, in accordance with 
our instructions, a letter duly executed 
by two of the partners of Samuel Hanna¬ 
ford & Sons, agreeing to assume full 
responsibility in the event of any claim 
against the City by O. W. Motz. 

We feel that the City is now ade¬ 
quately protected in this matter.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Weir arose and said; 

Mr. Chairman, I arise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege. 

I should like to address Council briefly 
on the matter of Tin Can Salvage. 

Several months ago we passed an 
Ordinance providing that householders 
should keep their tin cans separate from 
their other rubbish and garbage and that 
the cans would not be collected if they 
were mixed. 

We took this action, primarily, as I 
understand it, on account of a regulation 
of the Government which makes it un¬ 
lawful for the City to mix tin cans with 
garbage and put them through the in¬ 
cinerator. I assume the validity of this 
regulation under the war time powers 
of the Government. In any event, I am 
a respecter of the law and I believe that 
we should either follow the law or openly 
challenge it and not merely ignore it. 

I also assume that it is important to 
the Government in the prosecution of the 
war that the tin from the cans be salv¬ 
aged. In the absence of real knowledge 
to the contrary, I must necessarily as¬ 
sume that those who are running the 
country and directing the w'ar effort have 
good reasons for the regulations which 
they make. 

Furthermore, if this tin is really need¬ 
ed, it makes no difference whether the 
regulation is valid, since we all wish to 
co-operate with the Government of our 
country at war. 


As Chairman of Salvage within the 
Cit.v, I have had, as yqu know, a long 
and sometimes bitter struggle to get 
the Bureau of Refuse to collect the cans 
in a manner which I believe would be 
simple, effective and inexpensive, and 
which would, in fact, result in a profit 
to the City. My ideas on this subject are 
too well known to you to repeat. It can 
not be said that they are wrong since 
the Bureau has never even given them 
a trial test. 

It has, for a long time, seemed to me 
that the Bureau of Refuse is rather 
stubbornly opposed to the collection of 
tin cans by any method, and does not, 
therefore, wish to employ a good method. 
Since I am not able to look within the 
mind of any man, I can not say why 
this should be, but I reluctantly come to 
the conclusion that it is true. 

I might also add that I do not believe 
that the Director of Public Works is 
personally responsible for this attitude. 
I think that he is actually persuaded 
that the cans can not be collected by 
his department. 

However, the Director does not, of 
course, have much knowledge of this 
subject. This fact is shown by state¬ 
ments made before Council on March 
23, 1943 . He said at that time, for ex- 
j ample, that the City drivers had not 
i been paid for the Sunday collections pre- 
! viously made. He also stated that those 
I collections had been “volunteer efforts" 

I on the part of the Works Department. 

This latter statement ignores the regu¬ 
lations of the Government entirely. It 
also assumes that we would compel 
householders to separate the tin cans and 
then leave them sitting there, in spite 
i of the fact that we have always col- 

j lected them in the past, 
j Therefore, I do not understand the 
! reason for the situation which exists in 
the Works Department, but I believe 
1 that it is wrong. 

In the first ten working days of this 
I month, an average of about fifteen tons 
of tin cans per day were put through 
! the incinerator in spite of the law. So 
far as I know this is still continuing. 
The i)rice which the City is now receiv¬ 
ing for these burnt cans has also taken 
I a sharp drop, but I suppose there is some 
I good reason for this latter fact. 

Some time ago, what appears to have 
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been a reasonably good collection of 
cans was made on one day due mainly 
to the efforts of Mr. McArdle. However, 
this is something which should be 
handled regularly and systematically, or | 
not at all. We should not be in the 
position of violating the law of the ' 
United States and ignoring our own 
Ordinances. ! 

I have been in an anomalous position | 
as both Chairman of Salvage and Coun¬ 
cilman. There is a general impression, • 
apparently shared even by the Director I 
of Public Works, that it is my duty to i 
collect the tin cans. Obviously this is 
not the law, and is not common sense. j 
As one Councilman, I do, of course, share I 

in the responsibility of the City to col- ! 

lect the cans. However, except for my i 
vote in this body, I have no power i 
whatsoever. I 

I have come to the conclusion that it ! 
would be better if I did not occupy both i 


of these positions. I also believe that 
my quarrels with the Department of 
Public Works have created a situation 
where the Department is not receptive 
to my ideas, whether they be good or 
bad. 

The important thing is to get this job 
done, and I am convinced now that it is 
more likely to be accomplished if I re¬ 
sign as Chairman of Salvage. I, there¬ 
fore, am doing so. This does not mean 
that I am washing my hands of tin can 
salvage, and I expect, in fact, to work 
harder than ever, with your co-operation, 
to rectify this situation.

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Mr. McArdle arose and said: i 

Mr. President;—I arise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege. On April 29, 
1.943, the Director of the Department of 
Public Health and Public Welfare, I. 
Hope Alexander, sent a letter to Mr. 
Duff, Chairman of the Committee on 
finance, copies of which letter were sent 
to the Mayor and Councilmen Kilgallen, 
Gallagher and McArdle. That letter, ac¬ 
cording to my understanding, was re¬ 
leased by the Mayor's office to the press 
on April 29. In the purported letter—it 
was signed by Dr. Alexander; by whom 
it was written, is stili a mystery—^he 
seated that I advised the nurses at the 
Tuberculosis Hospital to resign in a body 
if they were not given the increase in 
salary they demanded. That I emphatic¬ 
ally deny. I think my conduct in all 
negotiations, or hearings, for wage in¬ 
creases by City employees is beyond 
question. Everybody knows very defi¬ 
nitely that I would not give any em¬ 
ployee or group of employees such advice. 

The President of Council sat with the 
nurses in my office one time when they 
made a request for an increase in salary. 

Every member of Council knows there 
have been many requests received and 
hearings granted by Council to persons 
for salary increases. 

As Chairman of the Committee on 
Health and Sanitation, when the com¬ 
munication from the nurses came before 
this body, and Dr. Alexander was ap¬ 
prised of the fact that unless City Coun¬ 
cil met the demands of the nurses for 
an increase in salary, they would resign 
on May 1, and as one, who since he has 
been a member of this body, has had a 
keen interest in the welfare of the 
patients at the Tuberculosis Hospital, I 
and the other members of Council be¬ 
came very much alarmed. Because of 
that fear, a sub-committee was appointed 
by the Chairman of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee to delve into the situation that 
confronted the City, or would concern 
the City, on May 1. Dr. Alexander ap¬ 
peared before the sub-committee, of 
which Mr. Gallagher is Chairman. 

1 will read some of the remarks that 
were made by me at that meeting. I 
said that my position in the matter 


was not from the standpoint of the 
nurses and whether or not the nurses 
are getting enough money, but I was in- 
i terested in the patients at the hospital. 

I brought out in the meeting of the sub¬ 
committee the fact that a member of 
this body charged that someone in au¬ 
thority had notified the patients that 
they must leave. Dr. Alexander did not 
deny that they were not canvassed, but 
he said at that ^time that he had been 
prepared to meet whatever emergency 
came up. Dr. Alexander, at that meet¬ 
ing, for the first time, informed the 
members of the sub-committee that the 
thing that stopped the resignation of the 
nurses was the order issued by the 
President and the Man Power Commis¬ 
sion, and on that basis, he thought they 
would return to work or withdraw their 
resignations. 

I charge here and now that that was 
the reason, and the proposition that they 
put to the nurses—I am not concerned 
whether the nurses at the Tuberculosis 
Hospital work for $150.00 or $60.00 a 
month. 

I think that this action of Dr. Alex¬ 
ander, regardless of who is behind it, 
exemplifies to me that Dr. Alexander in 
meeting a situation as serious as that, 
and bringing out a charge like this, cer¬ 
tainly is not the proper person to con¬ 
duct a department as important as that. 

If I were so much concerned about 
the nurses at the Tuberculosis Hospital 
receiving an increase in salary up to 
$135.00 a month, 1 think that every one 
in this Council knowfe that I know how 
to bring that before the body. I would 
present legislation for the salaries I 
think they were entitled to. That has 
not been done by me—and for the in¬ 
formation of the Council, it will not be 
done. 

Dr. Alexander promised the Chairman 
of the sub-committee that he would 
notify him of the results of the meeting 
of the Advisory Committee with the 
nurses. To my knowledge the Chairman 
(Mr. Gallagher) has never been notified. 
But the important thing in this whole 
matter, the minutes of the meeting of 
the Advisory Committee with Dr. I Hope 
Alexander on Thursday, April 22, 1943, 
show that the nurses stated that no one 
had exerted any influence over them 
in regard to this action; that it was their 







own action. So going a little further, 
there was a little confusion as to the 
advice of one councilman that they take 
the contemplated action. Now, this is 
not Joe McArdle’s committee that was 
advising and talking to the nurses. This 
is a committee that was appointed by 
the Director. So it proves conclusively 
that Mr. McArdle’s name being brought 
into this controversy was not brought in 
by the people sitting there. It had to be 
brought in, and it was not released until 
April 29, seven days after they met with 
the nurses. There is not a man in 
this Council that attended the hearing 
of the nurses when they were asking 
for increases in salary who did not hear 
them say that they would continue to 


work at Leech Farm if they were not 
given an increase in salary. 

As far as I am concerned, I want the 
record to distinctly show that if I am 
interested in a city employee getting an 
I increase in saiary, I will present legis- 
1 lation to bring it about. And I will not 
resort to the underhanded methods that 
were resorted to in this instance by the 
i Director of the Department of Public 
' Health.

The 
purpose of the ordinance is to prohibit 
itinerant merchants or peddlers from 
utilizing the streets for the sale of their 
wares. In many cases these itinerant 
merchants stand in front of public places, 
such as Forbes Field and the Stadium, 
selling their wares, to the annoyance of 
the patrons of these places. It is not 
the taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh 
who use our sidewalks and streets for 
the sale of merchandise. Therefore, 1 
believe it is a good ordinance and should 
be enacted into law, notwithstanding the 
objection of the Mayor. 

When the ordinance was before the 
committee for consideration, I asked if 
it prevented taxpayers and residents of 
the City from selling their merchandise 
in a legitimate manner, and the answer 
was "No.” That the provision of the 
ordinance was aimed at the itinerant 
peddlers who visit the City on special 
occasions only. 

For these reasons, I am going to vote 
to override the Mayor’s veto.

Mr. President:—Of course, there 
are some ordinances on the books regu¬ 
lating the sale of merchandise on our 
streets, but I think if the Mayor had 
taken time to look into them he would 
have found that anyone on the payment 
of a nominal fee could secure a license 
to peddle merchandise on the streets. 

Practically every large city In the 
country has an ordinance on its books 
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similar to the one we are asked to vote 
on today. 

The passage of this bill protects the 
public from being bothered by a lot of 
people who follow carnivals and frequent 
places where large crowds congregate, 
and any time there is a public gathering 
in such places as Soldiers Memorial Hall, 
the Stadium or any similar public place, 
you will see these merchants. These 
itinerant merchants, as Mr. Gallagher 
- terms them, interfere with vehicular 
traffic, because they very frequently push 
the citizens attending functions at these 
public places off the sidewalk onto the 
street. 

When the War Show was here these 
itinerant merchants came to Pittsburgh 
with a large assortment of articles made 
in Japan, and the stores in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Pitt Stadium, where the show 
was held, were blamed for selling these 
goods. 

In order to serve the best interests of 
the citizens of Pittsburgh, I am going to 
vote to override the Mayor’s veto.

I have stated often what I considered 
the proper procedure to be followed in 
the sale of bonds so that the City should 
not suffer a loss arising from the pay¬ 
ment of interest on unused bond bal¬ 
ances. 

I am voting for the Bond Ordinances 
because even under my plan authoriza¬ 
tion must be had. However, I am not in 
favor of selling the bonds until the 
n'.oney is absolutely required to pay for 
the work to be done. 

I believe there is sufficient bond fund 
balances to carry us over to November 
to pay for projects as they progress and 
certainly in any case we can use the 
general tax funds of the City tempor¬ 
arily for this purpose and also to pay 
temporarily for our floating indebtedness 
until the Fall, when we ought to know 
definitely where we stand on the various 
projects. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President;—1 want to reiter¬ 
ate what I said in committee—substan¬ 


tially the same thing that Mr. Wolk is 
saying. The experience of other cities, 
where they had bond issues and could 
not get priorities from the Government, 
was that they were paying interest on 
these bonds. Some of this money was 
to be used for the payment of the con¬ 
struction of sewers. I take the same 
position today as I did In committee, that 
no bonds should be sold until we are 
guaranteed that priorities will be re¬ 
ceived from the Government for the con¬ 
templated improvements.

Mr. President:—While it is a little 
late to make this motion, it is a fact 
I that tlie Department of Public Works is 
tremendously embarrassed for dumps. 
Every place we get a dump, we get put 
out. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Sir. President:—I am opposed to 
holding the resolution over for a week. 

I hope I am not forced to make a state¬ 
ment on this resolution. I investigated 
conditions at this dump, and I told the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works I would not vote to withhold ac- 




























tion on it today. I do not want to clutter 
up the records by holding it over. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Do I understand the gentleman 
is opposed to even holding it over for a 
Week? 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Yes, sir. This proposition has 
been before the City authorities for two 
years. Nobody is going to be embar¬ 
rassed by closing this dump. Maybe the 
Department will be a little embarrassed 
by closing the dump, but it is better to 
embarrass the Department of Public 
Works than two or three hundred resi¬ 
dents. 

The Chair said: 

Does any member second the 
motion? 

Mr. Wolk said: 

I second the motion in order to 
bring it up for discussion. 

The Chair said: 

Are there any remarks? 

Mr. Leonard said; 

Mr. President:—Under remarks, 1 
wish to state that I am opposed to de¬ 
laying action on this resolution for one 
week. Therefore, I will be compelled to 
vole against the motion offered by Mr. 
Evans. 

Conditions at the dump are such that 
demand action today. The nuisance re¬ 
sulting from the dumping has become 
unbearable, and the people in the vicin¬ 
ity of the dump are threatened with a 
plague. .The dump is Infested with rats 
and a recent fire on the dump has driven 
these rats into the homes of the resi¬ 
dents nearby. Therefore, it is impera¬ 
tive that the City of Pittsburgh imme¬ 
diately stop dumping on this site. 

The City of Pittsburgh is put to a large 
expense in putting out the fires which 
occurred on this dump. The fire engines 
were called out last Friday, returned on 
Saturday and remained on the job over 
Sunday and Monday. That service is 
costing the citizens of Pittsburgh a large 
sum of money. 

It is true that the Bureau of Highways 
and Sewers must have a place on which 
to dump its street sweepings. I believe 


these street sweepings can be taken to 
the incinerator and burned. 

This dump is at the other end of Lari¬ 
mer avenue, in the vicinity where I have 
lived for a long time, and I know the 
conditions which exist there. After re¬ 
cently investigating the conditions there, 
I agree with the neighbors that the dump 
is a nuisance and should be closed. In 
addition to the City of Pittsburgh dump¬ 
ing on its own property, private indi¬ 
viduals are dumping on property adjoin¬ 
ing the City’s dump, without any super¬ 
vision. 

Rubbish of all descriptions, including 
vegetable matter, is being deposited 
there, and it is this kind of stuff that 
causes the nuisance. 

The residents appeared in person in 
City Hall and threatened to go to court 
seeking a restraining order to ijrohibit 
the City from further dumping at this 
site. I appealed to them to give us 
sufficient time to take the matter up in 
Council. 

The people have a just complaint, and, 
as I said before, in order to save the 
city embarrassment, I presented this 
resolution. It should be passed today in 
order to immediately stop the nuisance 
arising from the dump. 

I intend presenting legislation next 
week instructing the Department of 
Public Health to take whatever action is 
necessary to prevent individuals from 
dumping on private property adjoining 
that of the City of Pittsburgh. 

The material dumped on this private 
property consists not only of refuse, but 
vegetable matter, which is the source 
of a lot of the complaints from the resi¬ 
dents of the neighborhood. If the City 
is stopped from dumping, so would pri¬ 
vate individuals. 

I hope the other councilmen will see 
eye to eye with me on this legislation 
and vote to pass it today. The sooner 
the dump is closed the quicker the resi¬ 
dents of this neighborhood (and by the 
way, Mr. Chairman, I might say it is one 
of the nicest residential districts not only 
in the Twelfth Ward, but in the City of 
Pittsburgh) will be rid of the nuisance.

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President;—Por a point of in¬ 
formation on Bill No. 2051. At the pres¬ 
ent time there are 17 employees in the 
Department of City Planning. Bill No. 
2051 creates 16 additional positions. I 
would like to know, if this bill passes, 
which no doubt it will, creating these 
16 additional positions, just what the 
duties will be of the persons who will 
be appointed. They are all well paid 
positions, running from $2,400.00 to 
$2,800.00, down to $1,701.00. I have my 
doubts under present conditions if this 
type of personnel can be secured. I 
would like to know from the sponsor of 
the bill if the Planning Commission, in 
its postwar planning, has anything new 
outside the Moses and the various other 
plans which they have been engaged on. 
I would like to know if it requires that 
many people to be employed by the City 
of Pittsburgh for postwar planning. 

The Chair said: 

Will the gentleman from the 
North Side (Mr. Evans) respond to' that 
request? 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I was looking for 
the bill in the file. I am looking for the 
bill that sets up the positions. 

The Chair said: 

The bill that Mr. Gallagher is 
talking about is Bill No. 2051. 

Mr. Evans said: 

Well, I would like to say that the 
expense for compensating the persons 
who will be employed under this ordi¬ 
nance will be charged to the various im¬ 
provements undertaken by the City, and 
the bond issue for the payment of the 
physical work will be eventually passed 
by Council. There is a complete list of 
the improvements to be undertaken 
shown in Bill No. 2493, which is also 
before Council for final action today. 
These improvements will require a lot 
of engineering work. I will read them 
for the benefit of the members of Coun¬ 
cil. 

1. Ohio River Boulevard — extension 
southwardly to the Triangle; 

2. Crosstown Thorofare; 

3. North East Corner Connection, 
Crosstown to Duquesne Way; 

4. South East Corner Connection, 


Crosstown and Liberty Bridge to 
Water Street; 

5. Traffic Interchange at the Point; 

6. Playground and Recreation Program 
Development; 

7. Sewers and Sewage Disposal; 

8. Water Supply Projects; 

9. Hospital and other building pro¬ 
jects; 

10. Police and Fire Station Projects; 

11. Redevelopment of various neighbor¬ 
hoods in need of rehabilitation; 

12. Redevelopment of the “Point” area 
to include a National Historic Site; 

13. Development of seven traffic inter¬ 
changes on the eastern half of 
Routes 22-30. 

14. Development of a solution for the 
automobile parking problem in 
Business Districts, which carries 
with it a 

15. Re-routing of Mass Transportation 
Study; 

16. Development of the base plans for 
a new Zone Map and Ordinances 
from the Land Use Data assembled 
by the Land Use Survey, a W.P.A. 
project sponsored by City Council 
from 1938 to 1942; and 

17. Other work, as outlined in letter to 
Council dated November 24, 1942. 

For the information of the members of 
Council, I wish to state that the em¬ 
ployees of the Planning Department have 
been working on a new zone map. This 
work is being done because of requested 
changes in the zone maps, and it will be 
part of their duty to prepare new zone 
maps to conforrn to these changes. If 
any of you gentlemen care to go to the 
engineer’s office, I am sure you will be 
given a full and complete explanation 
of the work that is to be performed by 
the employees to be engaged whose posi¬ 
tions are set up in the ordinance now 
under discussion. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—The point I am 
taking issue on is that most of these 
projects listed in Bill No. 2493 are pro¬ 
jects that they have been working on 
for some time. I have been up there'. 
The day we were up there I could not 
see where they had accomplished much 
work. Most of the projects outlined in 
Bill No. 2493 are not new, and I under¬ 
stand that quite a lot of this work was 
done by their own force. I am informed 
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that $45,000.00 has been paid out for this 
engineering service to people already on 
the payroll. What I am concerned about 
is that 16 additional positions are being 
created, and I do not see anything new 
in the projects that they are contemplat¬ 
ing planning. I question whether it is 
practical and feasible to create these 16 
additional positions. Going back a little 
into the history of the City, at one time 
Council appropriated thousands of dol¬ 
lars for the construction of a subway, 
which was never built. I do not want 
money spent in a hysteria postwar plan¬ 
ning, the work for which may never be 
accomplished. I want to know whether 
these 16 additional positions are abso¬ 
lutely necessary. 

Mr. Evans arose and said; 

Mr. President:—In answer to Mr. 
Gallagher, I wish to state that these jobs 
are absolutely necessary. These em¬ 
ployees will be specialists in theit line, 
and they are not easy to secure. We 
must shop around and secure these men 
wherever we can. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I agree with Mr. 
Gallagher. If you will look over the list, 
you will see that they propose hiring 
assistant engineers and draftsmen. I 
think this postwar planning could be 
held in abeyance for a while, because 
the men who the department contem¬ 
plates employing are engaged in war in¬ 
dustries. A lot of them can go out in 
private industry and get better pay. As 
Mr. Evans says, it is going to take quite 
a while to secure some of these em¬ 
ployees. I think the Planning Commis¬ 
sion should appear before Council and 
tell us what they propose doing. It is 
doubling their payroll. It is not a new 
program. I do not know. I have not been 
here long enough to know that. Mr. 
Gallagher seems to be under the impres¬ 
sion that some of these things are not 
new. The question is, after the war how 
far can the City go to carry out these 
Improvements? I think it would be a 
good idea to hold the bill over and confer 
with the Planning Commission as to 
where they are going to get these men 
and how far they are along with these 
projects. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—On the suggestion 
of Mr. McArdle, that we sit down with 


the members of the City Planning Com¬ 
mission and discuss this matter, I am 
going to make a motion. 

Mr. Gallagher moved 

That Bill No. 2051 be laid on the 
table for 1 week, and that in the mean¬ 
time Council hold a conference with the 
City Planning Commission to determine 
just what they propose doing. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President;—^I think I should 
make this statement. Of course, I am 
going to vote against the motion offered 
by Mr. Gallagher. It is tremendously 
important that this engineering work be 
done as soon as possible. Nobody can 
realize how important it is that we get 
ready for the employment of soldiers and 
men immobilized after the war. I shall 
oppose the motion, as I said before. The 
intention of the motion is to delay the 
work. It should not be delayed. This 
work must go forward after the war. 
Action on these bills should not be de¬ 
layed. All over the country they are 
talking about postwar work. So far we 
Have done nothing. It is time we did 
something. I read in the paper the other 
d.ay where Detroit employed 40 engineers 
for postwar planning. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I want to differ 
with Mr. Evans. The motion is not to de¬ 
lay work on postwar planning. My motion 
is, that the bills be laid on the table for 
one week so that we may have an op¬ 
portunity to discuss the matter with the 
members of the City Planning Commis¬ 
sion. You cannot start these projects 
until you sell the bonds. The object is 
not to delay it. The object is to find out 
what plans have been developed in the 
Planning Commission and what plans 
they have in mind for the future. I am 
for postwar planning, but I do not want 
to throw money away. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President;—Mr. Evans is a 
little wrong when accusing someone of 
delaying postwar planning. The Council 
is entitled to know what is on the mind 
of the members of the Planning Com¬ 
mission. During the budget sessions the 
Council economized and removed many 
employees who had been on the payroll 
for years. Now that the City has pro¬ 
posed a bond issue, they propose getting 
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as much of that money as they can, 
without taking into consideration that 
the Council has many emergencies to 
take care of.

Mr. Leonard arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I happened to 
step out of the Council Chamber the 
other day' when the bill came up in com¬ 
mittee and the amendment went through. 
The bill was amended by striking out in 
the resolved clause the words, “take such 
steps as may be necessary to eliminate 
the nuisance arising therefrom, and to 
do whatever is required to eradicate the 
rats that infest the neighborhood,” and 
inserting in lieu thereof the words, 
“make due report to City Council.” 
AVhich means, in other words, that the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Health is to make an investigation of the 
conditions existing at the dump and to 
make a report to Council in due time. 

Inasmuch as I tvas not present when 
the amendment prevailed in committee, 
and not hearing the reasons therefor, 1 
am at a loss to understand the purpose 
of the amendment. Maybe it is to pro¬ 
tect the City later on. If that is not the 
reason, why cripple the intent and pur¬ 
pose of the resolution as originally pre¬ 
sented? 

When 1 said at a former meeting of 
Council that the rats coming from the 
dump were as large as cats, I was speak¬ 
ing the truth. A fire broke out on the 
dump almost two months ago and drove 
the rats belter skelter, and the homes of 
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the people in the neig-hborhood have been 
infested. At the same time the City has 
been put to large expense in putting out 
the fire. P’or that reason, I believe dras¬ 
tic steps should be taken to alleviate the 
conditions complained of. 

However, I think Dr. Alexander of the 
Health Department is a sensible man 
and knows how to handle matters of this 
kind. I will take a chance on his report, 
because I know, after he has investigated 
the conditions, he will order the dump 
closed. I do not grasp the meaning of the 
amendment, but if it is for the purpose 
of protecting the City, I will ask the 
sponsor of the amendment to inform me. 

The Chair said: 

The amendment was offered and 
adopted because we had no information 
from anybody that the conditions recited 
in the resolution existed. We had a 
statement made by Mr. Leonard that no 
report had ever been filed reciting' what 
the conditions at the dump were, and it 
was the thought of the majority of the 
members present at the committee meet¬ 
ing that we should have that report be¬ 
fore taking any other action. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—When a member 
of Council made such serious charges as 
I had, I think they should have been 
promptly investigated. Without amend¬ 
ing the bill, someone should have gone 
out to investigate the dump. The right 
thing to do was to stop the City from 
further dumping. That, I am happy to 
say, was done. 

If the wind blew a certain way in the 
evening, you would become nauseated 
and could not eat your dinner. Nobody 
wants such a condition to exist in his 
neighborhood. 

I will back up any statement I made 
in this Council about that dump. I did 
not oppose the dump too hard. The dump 
has been on fire for two months. The 
fire drove the ' rats into the homes of 
the people in the district. 

The Chair said: 

Mr. Leonard, where do you sug¬ 
gest that the City place its street sweep¬ 
ings? 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—I will answer 
your question this way. The City of 


Pittsburgh has got to get rid of its street 
sweepings. It can secure property on 
Neville Island, or burn them at the In¬ 
cinerator Plant, which was built for that 
purpose. 

For the information of the members of 
Council, I wish to state that all types 
of refuse are dumped on Larimer avenue, 
including garbage. This material is not 
only dumped there by the City, but by 
private contractors who are charged 50 
cents and $1.00 a load. That is why I 
ask that the Health Department investi¬ 
gate the conditions there and take what¬ 
ever steps are necessary to eliminate the 
nuisance. It is the job of the City to 
protect the people in the neighborhood 
of the dump, and for that reason I be¬ 
lieve it should be closed. 

The City has discontinued dumping 
there, but anybody can go out there and 
dump, and some of the stuff dumped 
there is garbage, which is the source of 
the nuisance. A fence was put up and 
the City has not dumped anything there 
since the matter came up in Council. 

The people in the neighborhood were 
told by a foreman in the Department of 
Public Works, Bureau of Highways and 
Sewers, that the City was not going to 
stop dumping there. That is the reason 
why the dump should be closed. It is 
regrettable that our own employees are 
allowed to go in the district and misin¬ 
form the people. 

I asked the leader of the civic group in 
the district not to take any court action 
until the City has exhausted its power 
in eliminating the nuisance arising from 
the dump. 

The Chair said : 

I do not like to prolong the dis¬ 
cussion, but I want to put in the record 
( 1 ) that the Incinerator Plant is over¬ 
taxed and could not take the street 
sweepings; (2) that as soon as the City 
attempted to secure property on Nevilie 
Island for a dump, an injunction in Court 
would be secured; and (3) that the City 
is not dumping on the property under 
discussion at the present time. The ag¬ 
gravating and annoying conditions arise 
not through any actions of city officials, 
but through actions of private con¬ 
tractors. The fire mentioned is not on 
the City dump, but on the private dump. 
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Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—It is true that the 
City stopped dumping on the property 
in question. That’s why I want the De¬ 
partment of Public Health to investigate 
the conditions existing on the adjoining 
dump and to take such action as is 
necessary to eradicate the nuisance aris¬ 
ing therefrom. I read in the papers that 
the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health is going to be a second Pied 
Piper. It is true that the dump Is on 
fire, and isn’t it the City’s duty to put 
the fire out? 

The Chair said: 

If it is a health menace, it is the 
duty of the City to put the fire out. We 
do not have any word that any city 
official has ever investigated the condi¬ 
tions complained of. Therefore, we are 
asking Director Alexander in this reso¬ 
lution to make an investigation and re¬ 
port. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Maybe I am only a bat boy 
around here, but I am an elected official 
of the City of Pittsburgh, and when I 
wrote into the resolution that rats are 
infesting the neighborhood, I am reciting 
a fact which really exists, and I believe 


it is up to the City of Pittsburgh to do 
whatever is necessary to relieve the con¬ 
ditions recited therein. 

Because of the amendment, I will re¬ 
frain from voting on the resolution.

I believe every one here 
is familiar with the friendship attached 
to a dog by a youngster, whose parents 
in many cases are not able to pay the 
$25.00 fee. Ten dollars is ample to pay 
for the release of a dog picked up on the 
streets, notwithstanding what Director 
Alexander says. 

Mr. Duff arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I believe the 
present act is discriminatory. It dis¬ 
criminates in favor of wealthy people. 
The act says that any dog that is not 
reclaimed within a certain period shall 
be destroyed. A poor man cannot pay 
the $25.00 fee for the release of his dog, 
and for that reason the present ordinance 
is discriminatory against the poorer class 
of people. I think the $10.00 fee is suffi¬ 
cient. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am going to 
vote to override the Mayor’s Veto, be¬ 
cause I think $25.00 is too stiff for most 
people who own dogs, and as Mr. Mc¬ 
Ardle says, to pay. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am going to 
vote to override the Mayor’s veto be¬ 
cause I think $25.00 is excessive and dis¬ 
criminatory. In many cases a poor family 
who has a pedigreed and valuable dog 
is unable to pay the $25.00 fee for the 
release of the dog, and in that case, if 
the valuable dog is not reclaimed, the 
Animal Rescue League sells the dog and 
makes a profit.

I understand the 
ten-day notice period expires tomorrow. 

1 When I was talking to Dr. Alexander 
I understood that his written report had 
i been filed. When it is filed, I am sure 

' that he will confirm what I have said. 

; Mr, Leonard said: 

I Mr. President:—Before action on 

the veto is taken, I would like to say a 
few words. I am glad to hear you report 
that the Director of the Department of 
Public Health agrees with Council that 
the dump is a health menace and a nui¬ 
sance. Of course, once he went out there 
he could not help but agree with us. 

Notwithstanding the fact that notice 
has been served on the owners to stop 
dumping with the threat of instituting 
injunction proceedings if it is not, it does 
not put the fire out. The dump has been 
on fire for some time. The rat problem 
is stili in the neighborhood. I think it 
is still a problem for the Health Depart¬ 
ment to handle. The Safety Department 
also enters into it because of the fire. I 
' was at the dump the other night and it 
was blazing. The flame was only three 
i or four feet away from a private garage. 
Some of the people in the district threat¬ 
en to pull the fire alarm to bring the fire 
engines to the scene of the blaze; and 
if it is not attended to the next time I 
visit the dump, I will pull the box myself. 
The people in the district want the fire 
put out so that they can get some fresh 
air. 
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The Chair said: 

For the information of Council, 
I wish to report that the City stopped 
dumping street sweepings on the prop¬ 
erty the first time Mr. Leonard called 
the matter to Council’s attention. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^You say the City 
had already stopped dumping on its 
property? 

The Chair said: 

The City stopped dumping 24 
hours after Mr. Leonard made his first 
report to Council. Incidentally, I might 
say that Dr. Alexander and I talked 
about the fire, and before proceeding to 
put the fire out it is necessary to insti¬ 
tute court proceedings. If the Court 
agrees with the City that the dump is a 
health menace, we are going to put the 
fire out, and one of the methods pro¬ 
posed to be used is that of boring. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

When is that going to be done? 

The Chair said: 

Just as soon as the Court hands 
down a decision that the dump is a nui¬ 
sance. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

The City of Pittsburgh has a 
right to protect property from fire and 
nuisances? 

The Chair said: 

I think so. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

If the dump is burning, it is the 
duty of the City to put the fire out. 

The Chair said: 

That is right. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Why wait until the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh goes into Court, to restrain the 
owners from dumping, to put the fire out? 

I’he Chair said: 

W’^e may not have to wait for that 
court decision. The fire department has 
been out to the dump, but has not been 
successful in putting out the fire by 
usual fire-fighting methods. Boring is 
required. In order to save the City 
harmless from trespass damages, we will 
have to go slow. However, that is a 
question for the attorneys to decide. 


Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—The reason I am 
asking these questions, I intend to make 
a motion at the proper time directing 
the Bureau of Fire to go out there and 
I put the fire out, dynamiting the property 
if necessary. 

! The Chair said: 

Well, we are working toward the 
same thing, but want to do it legally. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

The question is serious. I am re¬ 
liably informed that a doctor attending 
! a sick person in the neighborhood con¬ 
tributes her sickness to the poisonous 
I fumes emanating from the dump. In 
order. to protect the residents from an 
epidemic, I hope the City will take such 
steps as are necessary to stop further 
dumping and to put out the fire.

It was a very 
close vote in both cases. Perhaps some 
of the members of Council have changed 
their minds since the meeting of the 
Finance Committee. To me this is an 
obnoxious bill because of the financial 
condition of the City of Pittsburgh. Al¬ 
most every day the members of Council 
are apologizing because they cannot 
grant salary and wage increases, or pro¬ 


vide money for public Improvements. 
Only today six or seven members met 
in conference and refused the request 
of the Department of Public Works for 
an appropriation, and our answer in that 
case, as it has been in previous cases, 
"We do not have the money.” I cannot 
see how we can make this appropriation 
of $3,000.00 in view of the fact that we 
have denied requests for pay Increases 
and appropriations for public improve¬ 
ments because of lack of finances. There 
is no urgency for this appropriation of 
$3,000.00 for the Tristate Inter-American 
Institute. 

For that reason, I make the motion 
that this bill be laid on the table. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I offer an amend¬ 
ment, that my name be stricken from 
the bill. I did not present this legislation. 

The Clerk (Mr. Lindsay) said: 

This is a typographical error. The 
original bill bears the name of Mr. Kil- 
gallen, who presented it. 

The Chair said: 

The minutes show that Mr. Kil- 
gallen is the sponsor of Bill No. 2606, 
and not Mr. Leonard. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I second Mr. 
Weir’s motion to lay this bill on the 
table, because I concur in his remarks. 

I stated in committee, when the bill was 
up for consideration, that because of the 
financial condition of the City we would 
have to call a halt on making donations 
and appropriations for matters that are 
not purely city business. If we do not, 
we are going to find ourselves in a di¬ 
lemma where we will not have sufficient 
money later in the year to carry on the 
regular business of the City. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I feel that this 
Tristate Inter-American Institute, that is 
to be organized for the so-called purpose 
of creating good will between the United 
States and the South American countries, 
is purely a governmental function. The 
only thing that I can see that can come 
out of the contribution of $3,000.00 by 
the City and $6,000.00 by the government 
is that somebody will get a good job, 
probably at a salary of $5,000.00 or 
$6,000.00 as the executive director, and 



















that he, with the amount of money that 
he has, can render no service that will 
be profitable to the City of Pittsburgh 
or any of its Industries. The Chamber 
of Commerce, which is always trying to 
bring new industries to the Pittsburgh 
Metropolitan District, composed of a lot 
of industrialists and businessmen, who 
will profit by such good will, cannot see 
its way clear to spend $3,000.00, and I 
certainly, in view of the financial condi¬ 
tion that confronts the City, cannot see 
how any member of Council can see his 
way clear to throw $3,000.00 into a func¬ 
tion like this. It is the function of the 
Government, and particularly the State 
Department at Washington, to create 
good will between this Country and the 
South American countries, and not in a 
hotel office in the City of Pittsburgh. 
For that reason, I am going to vote for 
the motion to lay the bill on the table. 

And the question recurring on the 
motion to lay the bill over.

Mr. President:—With respect to 
Bill No. 2323, I wish to make a few re¬ 
marks. I examined the property proposed 
to be re-zoned and believe that no harm 
will be done the adjoining property if 
the owners of the property in question 
are allowed to remodel their building to 
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permit more than one family to occupy 
it. 

I feel that by indefinitely postponing 
action on Bill No. 2323 will defeat the 
purposes of the zoning law. This piece of 
property is useful for no other purposes 
than that asked for in the zone change. 

It is that type of property which will be¬ 
come delinquent in taxes. On this large 
residental building obviously the owners 
will not pay the large amount of taxes 
assessed against it unless they obtain 
some revenue in the way of rentals from 
the property. In its present state they 
cannot realize sufficient revenue to pay 
taxes, let alone make any return on the 
investment. 

I further wish to state that the ad¬ 
joining properties would be protected in¬ 
asmuch as the owners proposed leaving 
a strip 25 feet wide between the re-zoned 
property and that of his nextdoor neigh¬ 
bor. 

Under the present zone classification, 
the owners could, if they wanted, erect 
dwellings for eight families on the lot. 

The purpose of zoning is to so zone 
property for its best uses in the interest 
of the neighborhood. 

Similar zone changes have been ap¬ 
proved by this Council. I have no per¬ 
sonal Interest in this ordinance. I do not 
live in the neighborhood. I hate to see 
the purpose of the zone law, which has 
been so beneficial to the City, defeated 
by this Council. I think it is a mistake 
to indefinitely postpone action on this 
bill. I voted against the motion in com¬ 
mittee to return the bill to Council with 
a negative recommendation, and although 
I make the motion to concur in the ac¬ 
tion of the committee, I nevertheless 
want to be recorded as voting No on the 
motion.

Mr. President;—For a point of in¬ 
formation, under parliamentary practice, 
when a member of Council makes re¬ 
marks in a standing committee of Coun- 
cii, such as were made this morning on 
Bill No. 2787, would it be legal to have 
those remarks incorporated in the min¬ 
utes of this meeting? 

The Chair said: 

I am afraid not. 

Mr.’ Gallagher said: 

Mr. President:—I want to facili¬ 
tate the meeting this afternoon by elimi¬ 
nating a repetition of what was said this 
morning in the Finance Committee on 
Bill No. 2787, which bill is now under 
consideration. I propose making a mo¬ 
tion, if it can be done under parliamen¬ 
tary rules, that the remarks made in 
Finance Committee be incorporated in 
the proceedings of this meeting so as to 
save time. 

The Chair said: 

The Chair believes that these re¬ 
marks, which do not exist, as a record, 
cannot be incorporated as a part of the 
proceedings of this meeting. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

I appeal from the ruling of the 


Chair. The remarks made in the Finance 
Committee can be put on the official 
record of this meeting by a vote of 
Council. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

Mr. President:—I merely want 
those remarks put in the councilmanic 
record of today’s meeting in order to 
facilitate the proceedings and avoid a 
lot of repetition. 

The Chair said: 

The Chair must stick to his rul¬ 
ing, that these remarks, which do not 
exist, in reading form, cannot be made 
a part of this meeting. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

Mr. President:—^We are wasting 
time. If the remarks made this morning 
cannot be properly inserted in the record 
of this meeting, I am prepared to repeat 
what I said in opposition to the passage 
of Bill No. 2787. 

Mr. Duff said; 

Mr. President:—Stenographic 
notes of the remarks made in the Fi¬ 
nance Committee this morning were 
taken, and it is only a question of the 
stenographer transcribing his notes. 

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen, I must repeat, the 
ruling of the Chair is NO. 

Mr. Duff said; 

If that is the position the Chair 
takes, then I repeat that I appeal from 
this ruling. 

The Chair: The ruling of the Chair has 
been appealed from. 

The Chair will recognize a motion that 
some member take the Chair. 

Mr. McArdle moved 

That Mr. Duff take the Chair. 
Which motion prevailed. 

And Mr. Duff took the Chair. 

The Chair said; 

Gentlemen, the question is on the 
appeal fi’om the ruling of the Chair. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman, I w'ant you to 
show me the rules of Council where we 
have the right to overrule the Chair's 
decision. I believe the present Chairman 
is occupying the Chair illegally. 
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The Chair (Mr. Duff) said: 

Perhaps, you are rig-ht. I mean 
that the Chairman should have put some¬ 
body in my place before the motion was 
put. I 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

Under parliamentary practice, 
aren’t we proceeding legally? 

Mr. Leonard said: 

There are rules governing the ' 
procedure of this body, and I repeat that i 
we are proceeding illegally. The Chair¬ 
man had a right to make his ruling, and 
the only way he can be overruled, is for 
some member of Council to appeal from 
his decision. 

The Chair (Mr. Duff) said: 

The motion to appeal from the 
decision of the Chair is debatable. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

I say the Chairman (Mr. Kilgal- 
len) should not have left the Chair. I 
do not think this thing is serious. So far 
as I am concerned, if Mr. Gallagher 

wants the remarks made in the Finance 
Committee this morning on the question 
of purchasing property on Herr's Island 
for a dump inserted in the record, I have i 
no objection to that. When you remove 
the Chair, I repeat, you are doing ii ■ 
illegally. I 

The Chair (Mr. Duff) said: ; 

The appeal from the ruling of the 
Chair is debatable. If the Chairman ' 

wishes to debate the question, he can 
leave the Chair and take the floor, and 
the present Chairman so rules. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. Chairman, we are still out of 
order. Some member made a motion in 
Council to put you in the Chair. It is an 
illegal motion. He did it by motion of 
Council. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—The President of 
Council asked for the motion. 

The Chair (Mr. Duff) said: 

Mr. Kilgallen is Chairman. 

Mr. Kilgallen said: 

Mr. Kilgallen cannot act as Chair¬ 
man and also take a part in this dis¬ 
cussion. I intend to take a part in the 
discussion. 1 want to be down on the 


floor. It is entirely proper to have my 
temporary successor named by motion. 

The Chair (Mr. Duff) said; 

In that case, you can call me *o 
the Chair. The Chair desired to relin¬ 
quish the Chair so that he can take part 
in the discussion on this question. The 
question before the body is, “Shall the 
decision of the Chair be sustained?” 

Mr. Gallagher said; 

Mr. Chairman, I asked the Chair¬ 
man a ciuestion. If this body overriile.s 
his decision, we will save time. However, 
instead of saving time, we are wasting 
time. 

Mr. Kilgallen arose and said; 

Mr. Chairman, I ask Mr. Galla¬ 
gher to read the records of that meeting 
before asking them to be made a part of 
the record of this Council meeting. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

I merely ask that the remarks 
made this morning be Incorporated in the 
minutes of this meeting. I want to save 
time on the question of remarks on sec¬ 
ond reading of this bill. What I said in 
,the Finance Committee this morning I 
desire inserted in today’s Council record. 

T merely do this to save time and avoid 
a repetition of what was said in the 
committee meeting. 

The Chair (Mr. Duff) said; 

The Chair understands that 
proper notes of the debate in the Com¬ 
mittee on Finance have been taken, but 
as yet have not been transcribed. Is 
that correct? 

Mr. Kilgallen said: 

And they are not complete. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said; 

Mr. Chairman:—MTien Council 
sits as the Committee on Finance there 
is always a stenographer present who 
takes down what transpires in the com¬ 
mittee. Certainly the committee must 
have a legal standing as was the case 
today. The nine members of Council 
took part in the discussion. Now, the 
notes might not be transcribed as yet, 
but they can be transcribed and sent to 
the printer, and made a part of the rec¬ 
ord of this meeting. Certainly, that can 
be done by action of Council. If an Il¬ 
legal action was taken on Bill No. 2787, 
then we would not be here at this time 
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voting for its final passage. By motion 
of Councii, it can insert or hold up the 
printing of the record until the members 
who made remarks can look over their 
remarks and have them inserted. I do 
not think any member should be denied 
the opportunity to Insert in the record 
any matter which he desires Inserted. 

Mr. Leonard said; 

Mr. Chairman:—I am not trying 
to deny anybody the right to put any¬ 
thing in the record he desires, and would 
not want any member to deny me that 
privilege. I raised a Question, under 
parliamentary procedure, that we are 
functioning illegally with you in the 
Chair. That is my opinion. As far as re¬ 
marks that were made in the Finance 
Committee meeting, I do not want to 
deny any member the right to have those 
remarks inserted in this or any other 
record. What is the matter with letting 
everybody make what remarks he cares 
to at this time? It is customary in Coun¬ 
cil to have printed in the record every¬ 
thing that a member says on the floor 
of Council. 

The Chair (Mr. Duff) said: 

The question before the Council 
is, whether the ruling of President Kil- 
gallen is proper? 

Mr. Kilgallen said: 

Mr. Chairman:—The argument is 
that Mr. Gallagher proposes that the rec¬ 
ord of the Finance Committee made two 
hours ago be incorporated into the min¬ 
utes of this meeting. The record of those 
remarks cannot be inserted because such 
record does not exist. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman:—They exist in the 
record the same as these remarks we 
are making now will exist. They are 
taken down in shorthand and can be 
transcribed the same as the remarks 
being made here and now are taken 
down and transcribed. The record he is 
making is the same record made by one 
of the stenographers who takes the notes 
in the committee meetings. 

The Chair (Mr. Duff) said: 

If upon transcription of the notes. 


they are not properly recorded, they can 
be corrected at the time the minutes are 
before Council for adoption. The stenog¬ 
rapher has not yet had time to tran¬ 
scribe his notes. 

Mr. Kilgallen said; 

^ Nowhere in legislative bodies is 
something inserted in the proceedings 
which takes place elsewhere unle.ss the 
record is physically produced. 

The Chair (Mr. Duff) said: 

The question before you is on the 
appeal from the decision of the Chair. 
The question is “Shall the ruling of the 
Chair be sustained as the decision of the 
Council?” 

The ayes and noes were ordered taken, 
and being taken were:

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President;—Under question of 
remarks, if they are not available, what 
about it? You (Mr. President) said they 
do not exist. 

The Chair said: 

Mr. Gallagher moved that the re¬ 
marks made in the Committee on Fi¬ 
nance this morning be inserted in the 
record of this meeting. I say the record 
does not exist and is not before this 
body.

Mr. Wolk said: 

Do we have a complete record? 

Mr. Lindsay said: 

I don’t know. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President: — The way the 
meeting went this morning no 10 stenog¬ 
raphers could get everything that was 
.said. 

The Chair said: 

Mr. Gallagher’s motion is, that 
the remarks made in the Finance Com¬ 
mittee this morning on Bill No. 2787 be 
inserted into the proceedings of this 
meeting. 

Mr, Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President; — Personally, I 
think it is a lot of foolishness. Let’s be 
a little human about this. If you pass 
this motion, I wilt ask that an affidavit 
be made that nothing be added to and 
taken from the remarks. The stenog¬ 
rapher who took the minutes of that 
meeting is only human, and as I said 
before, no 10 stenographers could have 
made a proper record of that meeting 
because everybody was injecting remarks 
at one and the same time. That is why 
I am opposed to putting any employee in 
the grease. This thing is getting where 
it is going to embarrass somebody. That 
I don’t want to do. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I take exception 
to those remarks. I have no ulterior 
motive in making this motion. I merely 
make the motion to save repetition of 
what was said in the committee meeting 
this morning. Instead of that, we are 
wasting time. 1 asked the ciuestlon, if 
under parliamentary practice, these re¬ 
marks could be inserted as a part of the 
council meeting, and that question was 
settled. My reason for making the mo¬ 
tion to have the remarks inserted, is that 
I know from past experience that re¬ 
marks made in Council are printed in the 


record. 1 merely wanted to save time by 
having the arguments made in committee 
printed in the council record. I do not 
make that motion to put any employee 
on the spot. I did it to save time. By 
prolonging this discussion, we are not 
saving time, we are wasting time. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I do not want my 
good friend, Tom Gallagher, to miscon¬ 
strue my words. I know that Mr. Galla¬ 
gher would not want to embarrass any 
employee. I did not mean it the way it 
sounded. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I go on the as¬ 
sumption that Mr. Swaney was present 
and took full and complete notes of what 
occurred in the debate on this bill, as 
well as other bills which were considered 
at the same time. Why not interrogate 
him as to whether he did take full and 
complete notes of what was said before 
the Tneeting. 

Mr. Frank L, Swaney, Stenographer, 
appeared at this time in the Council 
Chamber. 

The Chair said: 

, Mr. Swaney, this morning in Fi¬ 
nance Committee, the members of Coun¬ 
cil had a long and prolonged, and some¬ 
times, earnest debate about the wisdom 
or lack of wisdom of the purchase of 
Herr’s Island property. If memory serves 
me, the discussion lasted for more than 
an hour. It has been moved and carried 
in this Council that the remarks made in 
that discussion be inserted in our coun- 
cilmanic meeting without the necessity 
of having your record. The Chair now 
asks you, would a transcription of your 
notes show a fairly full and complete 
transcript of the talks made by the 
different members of Council this morn¬ 
ing? 

Mr. Swaney said; 

Mr. President:—I took some notes. 
I did not take them in full. I took some 
notes of the several discussions, but I 
did not take them verbatim. 

Mr. Weir said; 

* Generally speaking, you have an 
intelligent report of what happened this 
morning? 

Mr. Swaney said: 

Yes, sir. 
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jV[r. Duff said: 

I want to ask Mr. Swaney whether 
his notes are as full and complete as the 
notes taken of a councilmanic meeting? 

Mr. Swaney said: 

No, sir. 

Mr. Duff said: 

They are not? 

Mr. Swaney said: 

No, sir. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Pet us pass this 
motion and see what he has. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

The motion before the body is, 
that the remarks made in Finance Com¬ 
mittee this morning on Bill No. 2787 be 
inserted as part of this meeting. 

Me. Wolk arose and said: 

May I make a suggestion? I am 
in favor of the remarks being inserted 
in the record. In view of the fact that 
Frank states that he has no full and 
complete record of what transpired in 
the Committee, because at times the pro¬ 
ceedings go out of bounds, let us do 
this. Everybody knows what was said. 
Let Frank transcribe his notes and at a 
subaeciuent meeting let anybody, after 
getting a copy of the transcript or record 
of this meeting, make whatever correc¬ 
tions he cares to. That should be satis¬ 
factory to everyone concerned. A coun¬ 
cilman has a right to make whatever 
statement he cares to, and have that 
statement i)rinted in the record. Why 
not have Frank transcribe his notes, have 
them printed in the record,' and at a 
subsequent meeting we will get a copy, 
and at that time, as I said before, any 
member has a right to make corrections 
to his remarks. Let somebody make a 
motion to that effect. 1 do not want lo 
deny Mr. Gallagher the privilege of hav¬ 
ing his or any one else’s remarks in¬ 
serted in the printed records of Council. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—We are wasting a 
lot of time discussing this question. 1 
repeat, my motion is simply to have in¬ 
corporated in today’s councilmanic record 
the remarks that were made in Finance 
Committee this morning on Bill No. 2787. 

Mr. Demmler arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I would like to 


ask this. The motion is, that the re¬ 
marks only on Bill No. 2787 be inserted 
in the printed record. I am afraid that 
will eliminate the remarks that were 
made on the other bills, which were con¬ 
sidered jointly with Bill No. 2787. 

The Chair said: 

Mr. Wolk, does the Chair under¬ 
stand that you make a motion, or is 
that merely a suggestion? 

I Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I merely made 
the suggestion. I will be glad to make 
such a motion. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—My motion is be¬ 
fore the body. 

The Chair said: 

The question before the body is 
the motion offered by Mr. Gallagher that 
the remarks made on Bill No. 2787 in the 
Finance Committee this morning be in¬ 
corporated in and be made a part of this 
councilmanic record. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—My idea is this, 
and I am going on the assumption that 
Mr. Swaney took a full and complete 
note of what took place in the Finance 
Committee this morning. I reserve to 
myself the right, i,f those notes are not 
correct, to vote against the incorporation 
of them in the record of this meeting. 
When those remarks are typed and they 
are not full and complete, I will vote 
against their incorporation into the rec¬ 
ords of this meeting. 

Mr., Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—1 want the record 
to show that I am voting against your 
motion, Mr. Gallagher, not because I am 
opposed to having the remarks printed 
in the record, but if your motion does 
not prevail and after Mr. Swaney’s 
transcription of the record is made and 
if it is a complete statement, I will move 
and be glad to make it part of a subse¬ 
quent meeting. If it is not a complete 
transcription, I will not object to any 
member putting any statement he cares 
to in a subsequent meeting. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Under ordinary 
procedure of Council, you have to ap¬ 
prove the minutes of Council. If the re- 
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marks are printed from Mr. Swaney’s 
transcript, and when it actually comes 
up for approval, any member has a right 
to object. I tried to save time. I did not 
want to repeat what I said in Committee 
this morning. That is my only purpose 
in offering the motion. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am glad of this 
debate, because more of the members 
will read the printed minutes of Council. 

Mr. Demmler arose and said; 

Mr. President:—If I understand 
that Mr. Gallagher’s motion merely ap¬ 
plies to the remarks made on Bill No. 
2787. If that is the case, I will vote 
against his motion. 

The Chair said: 

The question is on Mr. Galla¬ 
gher’s motion. I believe every member 
understands it. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President;—Put all three bills 
in the motion. I move that the discus¬ 
sion include Bill Nos. 2787, 2785 and 2790. 

Mr. McArdle moved 

To amend the motion by includ¬ 
ing the whole proceedings of the Finance 
Committee. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the question recurring on the 
original motion as offered by Mr. Galla¬ 
gher and amended by Mr. McArdle. 

The ayes and noes were taken, and 
being taken were;

When the name of 
he arose and said: 

Mr. President;—I am voting aye 
with the reservation that I heretofore ex¬ 
pressed. 

When the name of Mr. Evans was 
called, he arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am voting No 
on the basis that these notes when 
transcribed can be inserted in the min¬ 
utes of Council. 


When the name of Mr. McArdle was 
called he arose and said: 

I vote aye without any qualifica¬ 
tion. 

When the name of Mr. Weir Was 
called, he arose and said: 

Mr. President;—No excuse for my 
vote. 1 vote aye. 

Ayes 4. Noes 5. 

And a majority of the votes of Coun¬ 
cil not being in the affirmative, the mo¬ 
tion as amended did not prevail. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President;—On Bill No. 2787, 
that is before the body on second read¬ 
ing, under question of remarks, I want 
to be recorded as voting NO on this bill. 
This is the bill which was considered in 
Finance Committee this morning and on 
which there was a long discussion. 

I am not voting NO on this ordinance 
because, I do not think that the Herr’s 
Island site is suitable for the purpose 
for which the City wants to use it. The 
land may not be worth $100,000.00, but 
for the use for which the City wants it, 
it may be worth more than the City will 
pay for it. 

I realize, as a member of Council, the 
difficulties the City has securing sites 
for dumps. I opposed them myself, be¬ 
cause every time the City proposed locat¬ 
ing a dump in such and such a place the 
people in that particular neighborhood 
would go up in arms and make vigorous 
protests. Therefore, I say, that every 
time the Council has a site under con¬ 
sideration, and as soon as the residents 
in the vicinity of the property proposed 
to be purchased for a dump, learn of the 
City’s intention immediately protest. 
When all is said and done, I believe that 
the only site available for a dump in the 
City of Pittsburgh is Herr’s Island. 

The reason I am opposed to this bill is 
the manner in which the negotiations 
were handled. I stated that at a meeting 
in your office, Mr. President; that as one 
member of Council I did not intend to 
be stampeded into purchasing this prop¬ 
erty. 

I still say, in my opinion, that some of 
the labor troubles prevailing at the In¬ 
cinerator Plant are due to the question 
of purchasing this property on Herr’s 
Island. Somebody, as 1 said this morning. 


Wolk 

Kilgallen, (Pres’t) 
Mr. Duff was called, 
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wants to pull oft' a shotgun wedding, and 
I am not going to be a party to a shot¬ 
gun wedding. 

Herr’s Island is the nearest site to the 
Incinerator Plant; it will be the shortest 
haul. Even if we do pay 1100,000.00 for 
the purchase of the land, it might be a 
good investmenti but I say this Council, 
because an emergency exists, should not 
be stampeded into purchasing this prop¬ 
erty at the price set by the owners. I 
think the owners are so sure in knowing 
that the City of Pittsburgh is in a posi¬ 
tion where It must purchase this prop- 
tu'ty that they set the deadline—and in 
one communication they set August I, 
1943, as the deadline. 

The remarks I make here are merely to 
indicate my opposition to the purchase 
of this property at this time. Therefore, 
I am compelled to vote NO on Bill No. 
2787. 

Air. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am going to 
vote against the purchase of the prop¬ 
erty described in Bill No. 2787, because 
I believe that the City is purchasing 
three acres of ground that they will not 
have any utility for so far as dumping 
is concerned. 

I spent the greater part of yesterday 
afternoon on Herr’s Island with com- 
])etent engineers, and I believe that the 
tract that is now being operated as a 
dump by the Allegheny Garbage Com¬ 
pany is filled to capacity; and I have been 
informed today that the truck drivers ot 
the Incinerator Plant refused to dump 
over there while this garbage over there 
was burning, and they hauled the stuff 
back to the pits. I also understand that 
at the Incinerator Plant trucks were 
pulled in and left loaded W'ith garbage 
and rubbish, which is a dangerous situ¬ 
ation, particularly when there is a little 
unrest out there among the employees. 

I have offered a proposition to this 
Council, which was turned down, to con¬ 
demn the property of the Pittsburgh 
Melting Company. There has been argu¬ 
ments that this is a wonderful site for 
a new incinerator. The consensus of 
opinion seems to be that it will be need¬ 
ed and will be built when the war is 
over and when materials are available. 
With that in mind, Herr’s Island is prob¬ 
ably a good site for dumping. It has 
been stated in Committee that Herr’s 


Island can also be used to burn garbage 
and rubbish in case of an emergency. 
Personally, I do not agree with that. 
Fifth avenue can be used as a place to 
burn garbage and rubbish just the same 
as Herr’s Island, or any open lot of four 
acres or one acre can be used. 

I would like to call your attention to a 
thing that was brought before Council— 
the effort that was made by my good 
friend, Mr. Leonard, in trying to close 
a city-owned dump, and this dump was 
probably not as bad as the Herr’s Island 
du m]). 

I can Bee no reason, particularly in 
view of the Council’s Finance Commit¬ 
tee action, to postpone the purchase of 
the dump until after we reconvene 
after the Summer vacation. That 
motion passed. It was offered by me 
and passed, and all of a sudden we are 
called into special session and among the 
other bills that were presented was an 
ordinance to purchase this particular 
dump site at the price offered or sug¬ 
gested by the owners of the property, 
namely, $100,000.00, which means that 
we are taking off the tax books three 
acres of ground that the Allegheny Gar¬ 
bage Company will have to pay taxes on, 
and if they fail, we will naturally receive 
some portion of it when they fail to pay 
their taxes; and I am at a loss to know 
if we cannot condemn enough property 
owned by the Pittsburgh Melting Com¬ 
pany to take care of this problem that 
confronts the Public Works Department 
and the City of Pittsburgh. 

The argument seems to be we will 
pay more. Certainly, we might pay 
more, more for seven acres of ground 
on the flats that there is no residue 
dump than we would for the three acres 
which, in my judgment, are filled to 
capacity, and a hazard exists there be¬ 
cause of a possible slide which would 
involve the City in further expenses, and 
in that case we will not be fooling with 
anybody but the United States Govern¬ 
ment if that thing slides. The same thing 
as in this Council there is a great differ¬ 
ence of opinion among lawyers on legal 
questions. Certainly there is a great 
difference of opinion among engineers. 

And that is the reason that I am going 
to vote against this bill. I think I am 
as qualified as any other member of 
Council to say how much available dump- 
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ing space there is left in the property in 
the title of the Allegheny Garbage Com¬ 
pany. 

I think this is a hasty decision that 
this Council is making. I am not a bit 
alarmed by the threat of the Allegheny 
Garbage Company, and I do not think 
any official communication from the Gar¬ 
bage Company mentioned the deadline 
when this property was offered for sale— 
and I am presuming that it is the agent 
of the Pittsburgh Melting Company. 

I think we ought to hold this off for a 
while longer, but being in the minority, 
anything I think is wrong. Council 
failed today to give one member of Coun¬ 
cil information that I think he is entitled 
to, and while Council might be in recess, 
he is going to get an explanation as to 
why garbage is being hauled to the Alle¬ 
gheny Garbage Company and the Pitts¬ 
burgh Melting Company properties and 
being burned. In a few weeks or in a 
few days we might be able to save $10,000 
or $15,000.00 on this deal, taut it seems to 
be the opinion of a majority in this 
Council that this is a bargain and should 
be grabbed up promptly. For the reasons 
stated, I am opposed to the bill, and de¬ 
sire, when it comes up on final passage, 
to be recorded as voting NO. 

Mr. Evans arose and said; 

Mr, President;—There is just one 
remark I wish to inject into the pro¬ 
ceedings at this time, and that is with 
respect to the possibility of the property 
being flooded. I wish to state that this 
question was thoroughly considered by 
the engineers of our department, and 
they are of the opinion that this obstacle 
can be overcome. 

At this time Mr. Kilgallen asked Mr. 
Gallagher to take the Chair. 

Mr. Gallagher said; 

Mr. Kilgallen, I would prefer that 
you ask some other member, as I might 
want to answer some of your statements. 

Mr. I.,eonard took the Chair at the re¬ 
quest of President Kilgallen, and 

.Mr. Kilgallen taking the floor, said; 

Mr. Chairman;—Some day a new 
kind of radio will bring back from the 
air any word that was ever spoken since 
men first began making speeches. If that 
day were now, I would sit down, push 
the right button, and let echos make this 


speech. This Council Chamber would 
hear again all the arguments that I have 
been making for the past 18 months in 
support of the proposition that the City 
of Pittsburgh sorely needs and should 
immediately purchase a dump site. I 
have made these arguments constantly 
for almost two years. I have made them 
in formal sessions of Council, in commit¬ 
tee meetings, at hearings, and in private 
discussions whenever and wherever the 
subject could be raised. I am going to 
keep on making them while I am a mem¬ 
ber of this Council, or until Pittsburgh 
has its dump site, or dump sites. There 
is only one reason why, today, we do 
not have a dump site. The proposition 
has not been able to get five aflirmativs 
votes in this Council. Strangely enough 
the record will show that all nine mem¬ 
bers of Council favor the purchase of a 
dump. I cannot charge any member of 
this Council with opposing the purchase 
of a dump site because each one of you 
can call my attention to the time in com¬ 
mittee meeting or to the time in Council 
when you went on record as favoring the 
purchase ef a dump. But the mere fact 
that the proposition has not been able to 
collect five favorable votes is proof con¬ 
clusive that this Council does not favor 
the purchase of a dump, no matter what 
the record may show. 

I have been in other legislative assem¬ 
blies. Mr. Chairman, I know something 
about the strategy employed in these 
things. When a legislator wants to op¬ 
pose a good thing, he does not oppose it 
openly, he does not cast his vote against 
its merits. He delays. He requests time 
for consideration, he ifs, he buts, he 
puts in this cautionary word and he puts 
in that cautionary word, all the time 
having one purpose in mind, delay, de¬ 
lay, delay. 

That has been the situation in this 
Council on our dump purchase proposi¬ 
tion. All of us favor the purchase of a 
dump, but not once during the past 18 
months have we been able to get five- 
votes in favor of the purchase of a dump. 
Until today—I hope. I hope that at long 
last we have come to the end of the 
unfair and incomprehensible policy of 
publicly condemning the Administration 
for dumping in improper places while at 
the same time turning a deaf ear to the 
continual plea of the Administration for 
a proper place to dump. 
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I have said on several occasions, Mr. 
Chairman, that this is the best Council 
Pittsburgh ever had. "We have had a 
very heated discussion this morning in 
Finance Committee when this bill was 
up for vote. "We were very earnest, very 
intense, we were heated at times. A 
stranger coming by chance into this 
Council Chamber and listening to our 
rather loud debate might get the wrong 
impression of this Council. He might 
think that a more amicable approach 
would be more effective. I deny this. I 
assert again, what I have asserted be¬ 
fore, that we have a very healthy con¬ 
dition in this body. There is no “must” 
legislation with you, gentlemen, save on 
a matter of party policy. I am convinced, 

I know that you are convinced, and T 
feel that every observer of our daily 
sessions should be convinced, that legis¬ 
lative proposals before this body are | 
discussed strictly on their merits. We I 
would vote down the Mayor, and we have ! 
voted down the Mayor as quickly as we | 
would vote down each other. You, Mr. 
Leonard, would not hesitate, you have j 
not hesitated, in raising your voice in j 
opposition to any suggestion of mine that | 
you thought unwise. I would oppose Mr. I 
W^ir, he would oppose me, Mr. Duff I 
would oppose Mr. Wolk, Mr. Wolk would 
oppose Mr. Duff, we all would and have j 
opposed each other indiscriminately on j 
occasions and always on the merits of i 
the particular proposal. I say that this 
Council is a fine example of democracy. 

It is a fine Council and nothing wrong, 
sinister or unhealthy can creep into City 
Hall or the administration of city affairs 
so long as we continue to fight, as we 
do, for our viewpoints. I hope we always 
have this kind of a Council. 

Mr. Chairman, the bills which I am 
taking so long to discuss have to do with 
the proposed purchase of Herr’s Island 
in the Allegheny River. I favor such 
purchase and am going to cast an affirm¬ 
ative vote. I think the arguments against 
this proposal are weak and shallow. If 
I can direct your attention, first, to Mr. 
Gallagher’s arguments, let me say that 
his statement that this is a shotgun wed¬ 
ding, is transparently weak on its face. 

He says, in effect, that he is voting 
against the purchase of a dump because 
the purchase is forced on us on account 
of a labor strike now existing at the 
Incinerator Plant. That this statement is 
transparently fallacious and weak is 


definitely and clearly proved by the un¬ 
doubted fact that for 18 months Mr. 
Gallagher has refused to cast an affirma¬ 
tive vote in favor of a dump or to give 
any such proposal his support. True, as 
I have stated, 1 cannot charge him with 
being against the purchase of a dump, 
because always on the record he has 
stated that he did favor the purchase 
of a dump. His “shotgun wedding” 
statement today was not available to 
him two weeks ago when he voted to 
delay the purchase of a dump. At that 
time there was no labor trouble at the 
plant, there was no “shotgun wedding” 
aspect. Nevertheless, Mr. Gallagher was 
not ready to vote for a dump. Every 
member in this Council has had time, 
ample time, to consider all aspects of 
the purchase of a dump site. It is plain 
nonsense to talk now of additional time 
for consideration. We have been con¬ 
sidering it for 18 months. 

Mr. Chairman, there are only two 
things that ought to motivate us in vot¬ 
ing on the legislation that is now before 
us. Is the price right? Can we use the 
dump after we have purchased it? 

First, let me talk about the price. It is 
offered to us for $100,000.00. This is not 
the price which, as Mr. Gallagher says, 
has been “fixed by the owner.” I have 
to mention that phrase because our 
newspaper friends will be very quick to 
pick it up. It will be made to appear to 
our taxpayers that no discussions, no 
negotiations, preceded the fixing of this 
price of $100,000.00, but that this Council 
is taking the owner’s first offer at full 
and without discussion. That, of course, 
is not true. We do not have a favorable 
press for the Administration in this City. 
Some people are hoping that we Demo¬ 
crats are on our way out, and we may 
be certain that anything that Mr. Galla¬ 
gher says or anything Mr. McArdle says, 
if adverse to the Administration, as well 
they know, will be stressed in the news¬ 
paper reports of this discussion. That is 
the reason why I have to take up the 
time of this Council, Mr. Chairman, on 
so small a point as Mr. Gallagher’s com¬ 
ment that the City is taking the price 
“fixed by the owner.” 

And that is the reason, too, Mr, Chair¬ 
man, why I have to take up the time of 
this Council in talking about ridiculous 
and petty complaints that the business 
of the City of Pittsburgh as handled by 
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inyself and the members of Council Is 
done In secret conferences. This has 
always been given as an excuse for oppo¬ 
sition councilmen to hastily depart from 
our discussions. They meet a newspaper 
man outside the conference room and 
tell him that they will not be a party to 
secret conferences, or that they will not 
assist in the deliberations because they 
had heard that councilman so and so had 
been talking yesterday to councilman so 
, and so, and they were not present at the 
conference. 

It seems a pity that I should waste 
your time by telling you again, Mr. 
Chairman, by telling every member of 
this Council, that my door is always open 
to them. I am here early and stay late. 

I do not care what differences they have 
with the administrative side of the gov¬ 
ernment, they have no differences with 
me. I do not hold secret conferences. 

I want Mr. Gallagher or Mr. McArdle, or 
any of my councilmanic colleagues, to 
step into my office at any time and get i 
things off their chest. If it has hap- j 
pened that I have talked somewhat more 
to other councilmen than I have to Mr. 
Gallagher and Mr. McArdle, it is not any 
fault of mine. It is because I have not 
seen them around when the various situ¬ 
ations and questions arise. I am going 
to act, in the future so long as I am 
president of this Council, exactly as I 
have acted in the past; when some ques¬ 
tion arises which is in line with my 
duties and in line with the duties of this 
Council, I am going to feel entirely free 
to call upon any one of my councilmanic 
colleagues who happens to be around 
Council when the situation arises. I am 
sick and tired of being accused of hold¬ 
ing secret conferences. When the next 
such situation arises I am going to make 
certain that Mr. Gallagher and Mr. Mc¬ 
Ardle are given a personal invitation to 
step into my office. I give them now a 
personal and friendly invitation to come 
into my office at any time. If they do 
not, it is no fault of jnine. I cannot be 
truthfully charged with holding secret 
conferences. Can we not stop this child¬ 
ish and ridiculous charge? 

1 come now to the merits of these two 
bills, something I should have done long 
ago. ^ The price is $100,000.00. A com¬ 
petent real estate man has stated in 
writing that this price is fair. How can 
the public criticize us when we have a 


real estate expert’s testimony that the 
price is right? How can the public criti¬ 
cize us when they know this $100,000.00 
is immediately reduced by the sum of 
approximately .$18,000.00, which we save 
by taking over our present ash dumping 
contract, all of which is contemplated in 
this purchase? As you know, the City 
now has a contract with the owners of 
this dump site whereby we pay 95 cents 
a ton for the disposal of incinerator ash. 
Of this 95 cents, GO cents is clear profit 
to the owner, as he has sub-let his haul¬ 
ing contract for 35 cents. The owner, 
then, has a clear profit of 60 cents on 
his contract and no trouble or expense 
other than permitting his land to be used 
for dumping purposes. The City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, when it becomes the owner of the 
dump site, will immediately be in the 
self-same position. This self-same con¬ 
tractor will continue to haul ashes for 
the duration of his contract for 35 cents 
a ton and the City will have no other 
trouble or expense except permitting use 
of our land for the placing of these a.shea. 
This statement is true, the conclusion is 
incontrovertible, and there is no doubt 
but that in this year alone we will save 
$18,000.00 of present expense. 

In addition, I have never been easy in 
my mind about the situation that was 
created some time ago when this Council 
stood by silently and to all appearances 
agreeably, when 27,000 tons of incinerator 
ash was deposited on the Herr’s Island 
dump site of the Allegheny Garbage 
Company. We have never paid the own¬ 
er a dollar for such dumping. Tjet law¬ 
yers say what they will, let the courts 
make such decisions as they see fit, I 
will never feel easy in my mind about 
this thing. I will never be satisfied that 
this Council has acted fairly and hon¬ 
estly until we have paid the Allegheny 
Garbage Company a fair sum for deposit¬ 
ing those 27,000 tons of ash. Here is our 
chance to pay it. Here is our chance to 
get rid of this obligation, a moral obli¬ 
gation, which none of us can honestly 
refuse. This obligation will be eaten up 
and swallowed in the purchase price of 
$100,000.00. The case in court which con¬ 
cerns this claim W'ill be settled and 
closed. I am not saying that we do not 
have a good legal defense in thaC case. 
1 am saying that we do not have a good 
moral case. In an emergency, at a time 
of extreme necessity, at a time when we

had no place to dump our refuse and 
g-arbage, we went to Herr’s Island. Later, 
when demand for payment was made of 
us, we twisted, distorted and tortured 
the words and phrases of an existing 
lease-contract so that It could be 
stretched into permitting us to dump as 
we pleased. We all know that if we had 
taken such position at the time when 
we were actually dumping, the owner 
would have immediately stopped us. So 
I say, Mr. Chairman, that the swallow¬ 
ing up of this moral obligation which 1, 
as one member of this Council, recognize, 
is an element that should be considered 
while we are talking about the present 
offer of $100,000.00. 

I want to get into the record my chal¬ 
lenge of Mr. McArdle’s statement that 
the upstream three acres of Herr's Island 
is useless and without value to the City. 

I am told that the dumping of ash on 
those upper three acres can still continue 
for some time. The briefest estimate of 
time that I have been given is six months. 
If we can dump on those three acres for 
six more months, it will mean a saving 
to the City of at least $30,000.00. More 
than that, I am of the opinion that these 
three acres will continue to have value 
long after their present capacity for 
dumping purposes has been exhausted. 
Time only can tell whether or not I am 
right: but I am this day predicting that 
within the next decade all dump sites in 
Pittsburgh, with the exception of this 
one, that I am talking about, this one 
on Herr’s Island, will be unusable. Ten 
years from today, there will be no dump¬ 
ing, I predict, of incinerator ash of gar¬ 
bage and rubbish anywhere except on 
Herr’s Island. Nevertheless, the City of 
Pittsburgh will still have need of a dump 
site, unless scientific and technical de¬ 
vices create some system not now fore¬ 
seeable, whereby garbage and rubbish 
can be made to disappear. I am predict¬ 
ing that our need for a dump site will 
be as acute in the next decade that, no 
matter what the expense, no matter what 
the inconvenience, no matter how much 
trouble is incidental thereto, the City of 
Pittsburgh will undertake the removal of 
the material now on the three acres 
which Mr. McArdle says are useless. 
With its removal, the three acres, of 
course, will once more be available for 
dumping. The removed material, having 
been in the weather under the rain and 
snow for many years, will have decom¬ 


posed into its natural elements and will 
be considered good land fill for any part 
of the City. It will not then be objec¬ 
tionable and can be dumped anywhere. 

I want to discuss now, Mr. McArdle’s 
argument that we will not be able to 
use this dump after we purchase It. He 
says, I almost say, he hopes, that the 
neighborhood will complain. He says he 
was out there last Sunday and is entirely 
familiar with the conditions. I have been 
out there—many Sundays and many 
weekdays. I would suppose that for every 
time he has been there I have been 
there 50 times. If he has been there he 
surely saw, as I have always seen, a 
neighborhood that is wholly industrial— 
a wide river w'hich has on both banks 
large steel mills and manufacturing 
plants which constantly belch smoke into 
the air. It Is a neighborhood that has 
seldom complained about this situation, 
although the smoke and the soot coming 
from these industrial smokestocks far ex¬ 
ceed the smoke and soot and stench or 
anything else that comes from this Is¬ 
land, secluded dump. I would say, Mr, 
Chairman, that the Spang-Chalfant mill 
alone, up the river away from Herr’s 
Island, throws out more smoke, soot and 
objectionable matter in one month than 
our Herr’s Island incinerator would 
throw out in a year. I have never before 
noticed any undue concern on the part of 
Mr. McArdle about this atmospheric pol¬ 
lution. Why is he now concerned about 
it? Unless, indeed, he has the hope that 
the neighborhood may be artifically 
stirred up that the Administration can 
once again be unfairly embarrassed. This 
neighborhood, this dump site on Herr’s 
Island, has been traditionally put to the 
use for which we are buying it. If the 
neighborhood ^id not object w'hen private 
contractors were using it, why should 
the neighborhood object now? Can Mr. 
McArdle tell this Council of any site in 
Pittsburgh, or Allegheny County, or, in¬ 
deed, in Western Pennsylvania that is 
less likely to draw neighborhood objec¬ 
tions than will Herr’s Island? Does Mr. 
McArdle know of any place where a 
dump site is not objectionable? I say to 
him that the Herr’s Island dump has not 
in the past drawn neighborhood objec¬ 
tions, and it is the only place available 
to us which is least likely, in the future, 
to draw such neighborhood objections. 
You gentlemen here in Council all know

the neighborhood, and I think you all 
understand and assent to the strength 
of my argument on this point and the 
weakness of Mr. McArdle’s. 

I think you will also understand the 
weakness and inconsistency of Mr. Mc¬ 
Ardle’s entire and consistent approach to 
all these propositions which the Admin¬ 
istration has made for the purchase of a 
dump. Mr. McArdle has never wanted 
the particular dump which has been 
under discussion. He has always op¬ 
posed it. If I should ask him now' to 
name a place where w'e could dump, in 
the event that our incinerator was put 
out of operation and we could no longer 
burn garbage and rubbish, we would find 
that he w'ould give a very weak answer 
to my question. T do ask him that ques¬ 
tion now. I respectfully request him to 
advise this Council where he would dump 
garbage and rubbish in the event that 
our irfcinerator was put out of operation 
by labor trouble or by mechanical de¬ 
fects or for cleaning purposes, or for any 
reason. Mr. McArdle will probably take 
the floor in a moment, and I respectfully 
request my fellow councilmen to closely 
note the answer he gives to my question. 
You will And that he will give no answer. 

Mr. McArdle has also forgotten all* 
about his Insistence for the past 18 
months that Pittsburgh needs additional 
incineration facilities for the burning of 
garbage and rubbish. Mayor Scully has 
been asking for additional incineration 
facilities long before Mr. McArdle was 
in this Council, or had given any thought 
at all to the problems of Council. Mayor 
Scully favored a 900-ton incinerator plant 
instead of a 600-ton plant, and he has 
been consistently in favor of additional 
incineration facilities. Mr. McArdle, as 
1 have said, for 18 months favored such 
additional incineration facilities, and now 
when the proposition is clearly put be¬ 
fore him of purchasing a place whereon 
the excess garbage and rubbish can be 
burned in an improvised incinerator 
without any difficulty or confusion, he 
balks at the idea and refuses to go along. 

I w'ant to go back for a moment, Mr. 
Chairman, and support this proposition 
through another approach—the engineer¬ 
ing approach. If we had a blackboard 
here in City Council and if I could write 
down in white chalk the cold, conclusive 
figures showing how much money the 
City of Pittsburgh would save through 


the depositing of ash on Herr’s Island 
after we have purchased it, I doubt if 
any councilman would have the hardi¬ 
hood to stand up and deny that this Is 
a good purchase. If we dumped on this 
Island for a year and a half we will 
have gotten value for value for our 
money. If we had purchased this Island 
18 months ago for $100,000.00 we would 
now own it almost clear and free and 
would be starting from scratch. As the 
matter now stands, we have paid this 
company $100,000.00 and we do not own 
a particle of it. Who can refute these 
figures? If they were on a large black¬ 
board in front of this Council, what 
member of Council could twist or distort 
them into anything other than the truth¬ 
ful conclusion which I now give you? 
It is said that we can dump on this 
Island for seven years, even though we 
use it for daily dumping. We should not 
use it for daily dumping. We should 
keep this Island for an emergency. It is 
insurance to us. It is an incinerator 
site. It is a place where we can burn in 
an emergency. We should dump our ash 
elsewhere—we should continue our efforts 
to find another dump site, removed and 
divorced from any incinerator feature, 
and use Herr’s Island for dumping pur¬ 
poses only in an emergency. 

One more thing, Mr. Chairman, and I 
am through. I have talked too long. 
You gentlemen have all heard the story 
before and you have heard many other 
angles, the great majority of them favor¬ 
able to this proposition, which I have 
not mentioned. Before sitting down 1 
want to mention m.v feelings about our 
discussions of the last several days. On 
special call I brought you gentlemen in 
from your vacations. I am sorrj' that I 
had to do this. I do not want to do it 
again. Since some councilmen have ob¬ 
jected to holding any conferences about 
city business, since .some of you are irri¬ 
tated over the fact that I requested you 
to come in and talk things over concern¬ 
ing city business, I am now of the opinion 
that we should no longer be in recess. 

I object to any recess. I do not favor a 
vacation of City Council while matters 
of pressing moment are apt to occur any 
day. W'e have some problems which can 
very quickly be presented to us, and I 
would like to have my fellow councilmen 
sit down and talk them over with me. 

I, therefore, respectfully suggest that we 
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continue our sessions during the Summer 
and that you do not place me in a posi¬ 
tion where I am going to be publicly 
criticized by my own colleagues for call¬ 
ing you in for conferences. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I want to reply 
to Mr. Kilgallen on one or two points. 
He stressed the point about members 
not being around to attend meetings. 
Using the words of A1 Smith, “Let’s look 
at the record!’’ Mr. Gallagher’s attend¬ 
ance at council and committee meetings 
is almost perfect. I never miss a council 
meeting. Mr. Kilgallen referred to secret 
conferences. I want it to be understood, 
in the words of the late Charles Ander¬ 
son, that I am one-ninth of this Council. 
That was his position: that he was one- 
ninth of this Council. I am one-ninth 
of this Council. I did not make any 
accusation that there was any secret 
meeting. I got a call the same as other 
members. We were called here last 
Thursday because we were told that 
there was a strike at the Incinerator, 
and when we met in Mr. Kilgallen’s 
office it was the consensus of opinion of 
the members of Council that we had 
nothing to do with the strike; it was up 
to the Administration. Then the conver¬ 
sation turned toward the purchase of 
Herr’s Island, and during that conversa¬ 
tion some remarks were made which I 
do not think I should repeat at this time 
—some remarks were made about a con¬ 
ference or meeting, and I said if I was 
not in on it, I was not going to stay there 
any longer, and I walked out of the meet¬ 
ing. As far as your other remarks are 
concerned, I concur in them. I do not 
want you to leave the impression that I 
am derelict in my duties. The records 
will show that Mr. Gallagher has faith¬ 
fully attended to his duties in City Coun¬ 
cil and his attendance at council and 
committee meetings is almost perfect. 

Mr. Kilgallen said: 

I agree with Mr. Gallagher that 
his attendance on Monday at 2:00 P.M., 
Tuesday at 2:00 P.M., and Wednesday at 
2:00 P.M., is perfect. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—This is the first 
time since I became a member of Coun¬ 
cil I am made cognizant of the fact that 
Mr. Kilgallen had somebody following 
me around. I do not dispute that Mr. 


Kilgallen has been over on Herr’s Island 
a lot of times, and I don’t know that he 
knows how often I have been on Herr’s 
Island. 

Now, I have always respected another 
man’s judgment in this Council. I do not 
think any man here can say that I tried 
to influence his vote on any matter that 
came before this body. I have taken my 
beatings very graciously, and I have had 
plenty of them in this Council, and I 
expect to continue doing that. 

If my memory serves me correctly, 
back in the conference, when I suggested 
that we condemn the property, Mr. Kil¬ 
gallen thought that was a pretty good 
idea. 

And, like Mr. Gallagher, we were called 
into this conference on the basis of a 
strike. That is the call I got. There was 
a strike at the Incinerator Plant. 

Then they began to talk aboift the 
purchase of Herr’s Island for .$100,000.00, 
notwithstanding the fact that the week 
before, in committee meeting sitting at 
that table, the members (with the ex¬ 
ception of Mr. Kilgallen) voted to post¬ 
pone action on the purchase of the Herr’s 
Island dump. Neither Mr. Gallagher nor 
Mr. McArdle did not say they were 
against acquiring the Herr’s Island site 
for a dump. That is the record regard¬ 
less of what anybody else says to the 
contrary. 

Air. Kilgallen said that competent en¬ 
gineers advised him on the merits of 
this property. Well, it so happens that 
I can always get competent engineering 
advice on anything that involves the 
City, and it does not cost the taxpayers 
a dime. And the engineers that I get 
my advice from (I am not in a position 
to divulge their names) are worth more 
than our engineers because they get 
more in private industry. 

As far as the dump is concerned, the 
three acres of the Allegheny Garbage 
Company cannot be used for six months, 
and I will make this prediction, that 
within six months we will be dumping on 
the Pittsburgh Melting Company prop¬ 
erty. 

Now, so far as Mr. Kilgallen being here 
early and remaining late, I am perfectly 
honest to tell the world that I am not 
here early because I do not get up early. 
That is why I ran for this position, sc 
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that I woulcl not have to get up early. 
And I am not here late. I do not know 
of any member of Council who is more 
valuable to the public and sees more of 
the public than Joe McArdle. You do 
not have to see the public in your office. 

You fellows say it is a good bargain. 
I would like an explanation as to why a 
majority of the members of Council said 
it would keep until after we came back 
from vacation, and all of a sudden, as 
has been developed, they have to pur¬ 
chase this property. 

The Council voted me down today be¬ 
fore voting to acquire the property. They 
denied me the right to find out who is 
responsible for dumping on the North 
Side and burning rubbish there. I could 
not get that information. 

I guess I am one-ninth of this Council, 
too, and naturally this is not the first 
legislative body that I have been in and 
I don’t think it will be the last; and for 
anybody to get up and say that Joe 
McArdle or Tom Gallagher can get the 
same Information from the departments 
in this building that the other seven 
members can get, you cannot sell me 
that idea. 

And so far as bringing the public press 
into It: no public official has taken a 
beating from the press more than Joe 
McArdle has in his nine brief years in 
public life, and when his term is over he 
may have the same complaint to make 
as other men in public life. I am not 
crying about it. I expect to get it from 
them in the future. Nobody can accuse 
Joe McArdle of currying the friendship 
of the press. He is too small. The re¬ 
porters might be my friends, but the re¬ 
porters do not make the policies of the 
papers, as everybody knows. 

This is not a grandstand play by me. 
The first time the proposal to purchase 
the property on Herr’s Island was 
brought before Council, I said that I 
would sit down and discuss the proposal 
and consider it from all angles. I am 
still willing to do that. You asked me, 
Mr. Kilgallen, what would happen if the 
Incinerator would shut down by reason 
of some unforeseen Incident, such as a 
strike, a breakdown, etcetera. You are 
a lawyer. You said that by condemna¬ 
tion proceedings we could have access 
to the Island In a day. Am I right or 
wrong? 


Mr. Kilgallen said: 

You are right. 

Mr. McArdle continued: 

So, on your advice, I presented a 
condemnation ordinance, and I thought 
you would support it. Something hap¬ 
pens. You said it was a good idea. So 
that is all Joe did. The legislation was 
presented but voted down. There is only 
one time I have to worry about this 
whole matter, and that is at election 
time, and at that time I will defend my 
l)osition with respect to the North Side 
Dump. Don't worry about me. I will 
defend my position, as I have defended 
it before on other proposals. 

I want to be recorded as voting NO on 
Bill No. 2787 despite anything you say. 

Mr. Kilgallen arose and said: 

Mr. President:—As I predicted, 
Mr. McArdle spoke about a possible 
emergency, but he did not give an an¬ 
swer as to how it would or could be 
handled. So much for that. 

I did not advise Mr. McArdle to present 
the condemnation ordinance. 'What hap¬ 
pened was this. In our conference I told 
him that if the property was condemned 
and the courts set the price for the land 
the Council could not be criticized: and 
secondly, I wanted the bond holders of 
the Company to understand that we were 
not without other recourse. I still want¬ 
ed that string to my bow. If the Alle¬ 
gheny Garbage Company walked away 
from us, we still had at our disposal the 
proposition to condemn the property. 
That is what was in my mind. You 
gentlemen were in the room, and I be¬ 
lieve you will concur in what I am say¬ 
ing. I did not advise Mr. McArdle to 
present his condemnation ordinance. 
After I had Mr. McCaffrey’s appraisal 
showing that condemnation might result 
in excessive cost, I dropped the discus¬ 
sion. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said; 

I did not say that you did. I 
don’t need any advice on that score. Are 
you going to deny that the people were 
still negotiating; that you had appraisers 
to make an appraisal of the property? 
Det us get the record straight. We are 
members of Council. A lot of people 
don't think so. If we are members of 
Council, why don’t we know something 
about this proposal? 
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Mr. Kilgallen arose and said: 

Mr. McArdle should be cognizant 
of all the facts pertaining to the case. 
The Finance Committee discussed the 
matter, and it was suggested that a real 
estate expert be selected to make an 
appraisal. I personally wanted the Pitts¬ 
burgh Real Estate Board to do the job, 
but I was overruled, and Mr. Thomas 
McCaffrey was named by the Finance 
Committee to make the appraisal, and if 
my memory serves me, Mr. Gallagher 
and Mr. McArdle voted for that motion. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Did that motion that Mr. Mc¬ 
Caffrey make an appraisal close the 
issue? I don’t think so. The Council 
still had power to select any unbiased 
party or parties to make a fair and im¬ 
partial appraisal for the City. I had a 
competent real estate man tell me that it 
is not worth $100,000.00. It ought to be 
made clear in the record as long as Mr. 
McCaffrey is tax consultant for the City 
of Pittsburgh, I am not bound by any¬ 
thing he says. I am not questioning that 
he is not a qualified and competent real 
estate man, neither am I saying that he 
could not be wrong. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I think this dis¬ 
cussion has gone far enough. I move 
that we proceed with the regular order 
of business. 

Mr. Kilgallen resumed the Chair. 

And the bill as read a second time was 
agreed to. 

And the bill was read a third time and 
agreed to. 

And the title of the bill was read and 
agreed to. 

And on the question, “Shall the bill 
pass finally?” 

The ayes and noes were taken agree¬ 
ably to law, and were:

The subject bill is “An Ordinance 
amending Ordinance No. 216, which au¬ 
thorized payment to the Allegheny Gar¬ 
bage Company in the amount of $1,707.33, 
for dumping raw garbage and rubbish on 
Herr's Island on June 19, 1943.” 

The bill referred to above requested 
only that the code account to which the 
charge was made in Ordinance No. 216, 
(Code Account No. 1676-1) be changed 
to No. 1677. 

However, more information was re¬ 
quested as to the reason for this charge? 
even though payment had been approved 
by Ordinance No. 216 of 1943. 

On June 19, 1943, a “flash strike” oc¬ 
curred at the IMunicipal Incinerator, as 
the result of which the incinerating plant 
was closed down. So that collection 
would not have to be stopped immedi¬ 
ately, the Bureau of Refuse Superintend¬ 
ent arranged with Mr. Perry of the Alle¬ 
gheny Garbage Company to have raw 
garbage and rubbish hauled direct to 
Herr's Island. This subject bill is the 
result of thi.s action. 

The charge made by the Allegheny 
Garbage Company for this dumping priv¬ 
ilege is $3.00 per ton. We dumped 669.11 
tons of raw garbage and rubbish on this 
particular day at a total charge of 
$1,707.33. 

In order for you to consider whether 
or not the rate of $3.00 per ton is proper, 

1 wish to call your attention that the 
Allegheny Garbage Company charged us 
only 95 cents per ton for both the haul¬ 
ing and disposal of incinerator ash for 
the first six months of this year. Of this 
amount 35 cents per ton was paid by the 
Allegheny Garbage Company to their con¬ 
tractor for hauling, leaving a balance of 
60 cents per ton for dumping privilege 
alone. However, in making this compari¬ 
son we must keep in mind that the 
material dumped on June 19, 1943 was 
raw garbage and rubbish which no doubt 
required some processing, while the sub¬ 
ject of the disposal contract was incin¬ 
erator ash already processed.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Demmler moved

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I arise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege. At the con¬ 
ference held last Wednesday in the 
Mayor’s Conference Room between the 
members of Council and the representa¬ 
tives of Saw Mill Run Valley, the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works submitted esti¬ 
vates for improving the Run ranging 
from $500,000 to $11,000,000.00. I have 
been much disturbed by the report of the 
Department of Public Works on this pro¬ 
ject, and I would like to submit, for 
Council’s consideration, a few points 
bearing on the subject. 

With respect to this project, it was 
not brought'out in the conference that 
the land along the Run which traverses 
certain wards of the City of Pittsburgh 
is in private ownership. I am not inter¬ 
ested in any territory outside the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

We have an immediate problem which 
is probably all our own, and that is to 
dredge out the debris-clogged bottlenecks 
in the lower two miles of the stream. We 
should also open up the river outlet. The 
Department of Public Works injected 
into the discussion the larger problem of 
dredging the bed for miles, paving, wall¬ 
ing and perhaps decking over some of 
the stream. In order to carry out this 
latter suggestion we should confer with 
the Federal and State authorities an.l 
ask their financial aid. 

However, I believe the important thing 
for Council to consider and act upon is 
the procurement of engineering services 
outside that of the Department of Public 
Works with respect to the improvement 
of this stream and the costs incidental 
thereto. There is a lot more Involved in 
the improvement of this stream and the 
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elimination of the nuisances caused 
therefrom than was verbally submitted 
to us by the Department of Public 
Works. The principal and important item 
is securing' Federal aid. In connection 
with that phase of the subject, I just 
want to mention a few similar projects 
in which Federal aid was granted. 

At Nitro, West Virginia, the Federal 
Government tore down a lot of private 
structures in the territory affected in 
order to change the course of creeks in 
that vicinity, and as a result of the 
damage done these property owners, 
their claim was presented to the Federal 
Government. I believe the same situation 
prevails in Pittsburgh so far as Saw 
Mill Run is concerned; and I repeat, al¬ 
though some people here do not agree 
with me, that we in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh have a claim against the Federal 
Government, and that claim should be 
filed with the Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors of the Congress of the United 
States, and also with the Health Depart¬ 
ment of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, for raising the flood ■ stage of the 
Ohio River at the mouth of Saw Mill 
Run. It was pointed out in the confer¬ 
ence that the raising of the stage of the 
river had nothing to do with the damage 
caused by Saw Mill Run. Since the time 
of our conference I have consulted with 
people versed in navigation, and it has 
been pointed out to me that the cause 
does result from raising the river stage. 
Getting back to Nitro, West Virginia, the 
property owners there engaged the serv¬ 
ices of J. E. Suttle, a reputable consult¬ 
ing engineer, of Charlestown, W. Va., to 
take the matter before the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment and the officials of the State of 
West Virginia. He w.as successful In 
getting the Federal Government, to 
change the course of the creek and build 
a flood system and to build abutment 
walls. At the present time the same 
situation arises in McKees Rocks. The 
Commissioners of Allegheny County are 
appealing to the Federal Government for 
aid in alleviating the damages resulting 
from the overflowing of Chartiers Creek 
and other natural water courses in that 
vicinity. This is because they do not 
have sufficient money with which to pay 
for the construction of sewers and other 
flood control construction. 

In the vicinity of Johnstown, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, the United States Government is 


constructing flood dams on the Loyal- 
hanna Creek and the Conemaugh River 
which empty into the Kiskiminetas 
River. The same is true of the flood 
dams being built at Warren, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, and on Crooked Creek, Mahoning 
Creek and Tionesta River, which empty 
into the Allegheny River. These changes 
in the stages of the Ohio River naturally 
affect Pittsburgh, especially our natural 
water courses which empty into it. The 
Federal Government aided these commu¬ 
nities where the creeks empty into the 
river; and if the Government aided these 
communities, there is no reason why it 
should not financially assist the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

My purpose in bringing this subject up 
at this time is because private property 
owners have encroached on the Run. 
The other is that financial aid should be 
secured from the Federal Government 
and the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
and in order to bring this matter forcibly 
to the attention of these two govern¬ 
mental agencies, the City of Pittsburgh 
should engage the services of a consult¬ 
ing engineer, who should be brought here, 
not only to tell us what to do in Saw 
Mill Run, but to find out who is going 
to pay for it. I further believe that 
somebody should be delegated by the 
Mayor or the City Council to contact 
the proper officials of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment and the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania on the question of securing 
financial aid from either or both these 
agencies in the improvement of Saw Mill 
Run. If they did it in Nitro, West Vir¬ 
ginia, surely we can do it in Pittsburgh. 

I am not suggesting any names. When 
the City was confronted with the slide 
on Bigelow boulevard, a nationally known 
engineer was brought here, and he ad¬ 
vised the City to “let it slide.” We in 
the City of Pittsburgh are hard pressed 
for money, and this consulting engineer 
should not tell us how much it is going 
to cost to restore Saw Mill Run, but who 
is at fault. I do not think the people of 
Pittsburgh should be asked to foot the 
bill which may run as high as $11,000,- 
000 . 00 .

Washington roadway and before the 
equipment of the contractor to do the 
work was on the job the Mt. Washington 
roadway was blocked off and traffic 
routed through the Liberty Tubes. This, 
was done notwithstanding the fact that 
the specifications covering this work 
read: 

“The work along the hillside adjoin¬ 
ing Mt. Washington roadway consists 
largely of removing dangerously loose 
and overhanging rock, with such over¬ 
burden as must be removed in connec¬ 
tion with same. If so ordered by the 
Director, repairs shall be made to the 
existing concrete wall. All such work 
shall be as ordered by the Director. 


Blasting will be permitted when abso¬ 
lutely necessary in the opinion of the 
Director and when employed, it must 
be superintended by an expert and the 
charges shall be kept down to the 
minimum possible to perform the- re¬ 
quired work. The Director reserves the 
right to limit the size of individual 
charges or to forbid blasting entirely, if 
found advisable in his opinion. During 
any blasting, the entire roadway that 
may be affected thereby shall be closed 
to all traffic. At all other times at least 
. one-half of the Mt. Washington road¬ 
way and the sidewalk shall l)e kept 
open to traffic. Only on such parts as 
will be endangered by falling rock fehall 
the lane along the south half of the 
roadway’ be closed and only for the 
minimum period consistent with safe¬ 
ty.” 

Without consulting anybody and de¬ 
spite the fact that the Department of 
Public Works asked for bids from various 
contractors, they went over there and 
had this roadway closed since, as 1 recall 
it, the day we cvere at the picnic, last 
Thursday. Three contractors bid on this 
contract, and two of them, and 1 assume 
the third contractor, bid with the under¬ 
standing that he was to keep one lane 
of traffic, open. The Works Hepartment 
will no doubt come in and tell us that 
the roadway was closed so that the work 
could be completed in less time than the 
contract calis for. The people on Mt. 
Washington do not want the work done 
any faster than called for in the contract. 
They prefer to have the roadway open.

this Water Company is correct and to 
determine whether the people living in 
those districts cannot have better fire 
protection.

The 
man whose name I presented is well 
qualified to fill the position. He is the 
Clerk of the Finance Committee.

Mr. Carney said the same thing 
to me: that he was not interested in the 
position of Budget Controller,

have to be released by the City Control¬ 
ler in order to get back to his present 
position when Mr. McCarthy returns. 
Under a recent ordinance a man can be 
released from one department for service 
in another department and be paid 
from the department in which he is em¬ 
ployed. The thing is too complicated. I 
cannot vote for this man without know¬ 
ing his intention. I feel sure that Mr. 
Carney will not give up a steady job for 
a' temporary job without having some 
understanding that fle will return to his 
old position when Mr. McCarthy returns. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Do you know of 
your own knowledge that Mr. Carney ' 
would not accept this position?

He said so to me. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—If the majority of 
Council are satisfied they want to ap¬ 
point Mr. Carney and he is Informed of 
the appointment, then it would be time 
for him to say that he does not accept 
the appointment. Because we appoint 
him does not say he must accept the- 
position. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—It is a strange 
thing; it is the first time in my experi¬ 
ence around City Hall that a city em¬ 
ployee turned down a job which pays 
approximately twice as much as he is 
now getting. I would be satisfied to 
amend the motion along the lines sug¬ 
gested by Mr. Evans. I do not think that 
Mr. Carney is an active candidate for the 
position. This is a case where the job 
seeks the man; not the man seeking the 
job. The position has been vacant for 
some time. The members of Council, in 
passing this motion, are merely asking 
the man, who is qualified, to take the 
Job. If Mr. Carney is elected to this 
vacancy and he refuses, it is all right. 

I do not think he will refuse. I cannot 


conceive a man turning down a job pay¬ 
ing twice as much as he is now receiving. 
This in view of the fact that 6,000 city 
employees are clamoring for an increase 
in salary. If he turns it down, it is all 
right with me. I believe we should vote 
for the motion and offer the position to 
him; or amend the motion that he ac¬ 
cepts the position subject to a leave of 
absence from his present position. If 
some other member of Council will make 
a motion to amend my motion, it will be 
acceptable to me.

! Mr. President:—I do not think 

I that any member of Council, In view of 
the incidence of the high Federal taxes 
which are necessary in this time of war, 
is willing to increase the millage on real 
estate or to resort to any deficit financ¬ 
ing. I have steadfastly opposed any in¬ 
crease in millage or any deficit financing 
but, by reason of the sharp decline In 
the assessed value of real estate and the 
need of increasing the pay of those em¬ 
ployees in the lower brackets who arc 
most grievously affected by the high cost 
of living. It became imperative for us to 
adopt the course we have pursued in 
this case. Critics may scold Council for 
its acts of omission or commission, to

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which I offer no reply. But granting 
that there is some merit in the criticism, 
the fact nevertheless remains that we 
would be obliged to raise the millage if 
we are going to conduct the various 
functions of this city in the proper man¬ 
ner. The difficulty arises from this con¬ 
dition—notwithstanding the fact that the 
functions of the city have been consid¬ 
erably expanded over a period of years 
and the further fact that the city has 
been called upon to make and maintain 
vast improvements under changed con¬ 
ditions, the pattern of revenue remains 
the same; that is, anywhere from 70 to 
80 per cent of the cost of government Is 
imposed upon real estate. Standing alone, 
that would be bad enough but when we 
consider that the School Board takes 90 
per cent of its revenues from the same 
property and the County anywhere from 
65 to 70 per cent, it is at once apparent 
that real estate is made the victim of an 
antiquated system of taxation. I think 
it is high time that the taxpayers of the 
City of Pittsburgh awaken to the fact 
that a modern city like Pittsburgh can¬ 
not operate upon that system of revenue. 
The tax base must be broadened or other 
sources of revenue provided, else real 
estate will collapse as the victim of an 
improvident system of taxation. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—It is with great 
reluctance that I am a party to raising 
the millage and putting this added bur¬ 
den on the property owners of Pittsburgh. 
But I have felt for a long while that we 
are facing the inevitable, and at this 
time it has to be done in order that the 
activities of the City of Pittsburgh can 
be conducted properly and to give the 
taxpayers of the City the things that 
they need most. 

There is no question about the city 
employees being underpaid, and so far 
as any action on the budget is concerned, 
it has only been temporary. When we 
resume budget sessions, I am going to 
move that we go over the estimates 
which were tentatively approved and try 
to effect whatever further savings we 
can, so that these savings may be added 
to the amount tentatively set up, to in¬ 
crease the wages of City employees who 
are unpaid. 

Mr. Demmler jirose and said: 

Mr. President:—^With your per¬ 


mission, I wish to submit for the record 
the following statement: 

After most careful and thoughtful con¬ 
sideration, the Budget Committee, 
through the Finance Committee, submits 
to this Council for enactment a recom¬ 
mendation that the tax millage on real 
estate, that is land and buildings, be 
fixed for the year 1944 at 25 mills on the 
assessed value of land, and 12.5 mills on 
the assessed value of buildings. This is 
in accord with what is known as the 
Graded Tax Law, fixing the millage on 
the improvement assessment at one-half 
that fixed upon the land assessment, a 
community created value. 

Pittsburgh is fortunate in having this 
law, which now applies only to the cities 
of Scranton and Pittsburgh in this great 
State of Pennsylvania. Under this law a 
property owner, who has a property on 
which the improvement has an asses.sed 
valuation the same as the assessed valu¬ 
ation of the land, will pay the same 
amount of tax under the Pittsburgh 
Graded Tax Law as he would were the 
assessed millage the same on both the 
land and the improvement. 

To illustrate: 

A rate of 25 mills on the land assess¬ 
ment and a rate of 12.5 mills on the 
building or improvement assessment 
would mean the placing of a fiat millage 
of 18.15 mills to raise the same amount 
of taxes. This is then a simple problem 
of arithmetic. 

The small property owner, who repre¬ 
sents about 90% of the taxpayers, hav¬ 
ing a lot assessed at $1,000.00 and a 
building assessed at $4,000.00, will pay 
under the millage now to be fixed, $25.00 
on the land assessment and $50.00 on the 
building assessment, or a total of $75.00 
for City taxes. Whereas, under a flat 
millage, to raise the same amount of 
City taxes, he would pay $90.75. This 
then is a saving of $15.75 to the small 
taxpayer. 

Simple arithmetic shows that a further 
extension of the principle of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Graded Tax Law to a 90% tax on 
the land assessment and 10% on the 
building assessment would produce these 
figures: 

Taxes $18,464,000.00 

36 mills on the land assessment. 

$36.00 
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4 mills on the builclingr assessment. 
$16.00 

or a total of .$52.00 City taxes—a saving- 
of $23.00, over the present tax paid by 
the small property owner, and yet pro¬ 
duce the .same total tax revenue for the 
City. 

For the above reason 1 favor the ex¬ 
tension of the principle of the Pittsburgh 
Graded Tax Law and hope to see legis¬ 
lation enacted to extend the same to the 
County and the School Board taxes. 

Last week an ad in the window of the 
Colonial Trust Company, on Wood street, 
read; 

“Pick a location with good depend¬ 
able transportation.” 

In the same way as transportation (the 
ease of access) affects the location or 
site of a home or business, so the public 
services rendered by the community or 
city, such as fire and police protection, 
streets, schools and all other public serv¬ 
ices, affect the site and rental value of 
any location. 

Government is a service rendered the 
community. This service is reflected in 
the rental value of land, and until this 
entire rental value is taken by the com¬ 
munity (City, County and School Board) 

I do not favor the imposition of taxes in 
any other form or manner. 

The first line in an editorial headed, 
"The Local Election” in the Pittsburgh 
Post-Gazette of November 5, 1943, reads: 
"Good Government is still Good Politics.” 

Good government is good service— 
service to the community. It is the duty 
and obligation of each and every elected 
official, appointed officer and hired em¬ 
ployee to render his full service in the 
position which he holds. 

The last paragraph in a news item, 
also in the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette of 
November 5, 1943, is this quotation: 

“The election results show' very 
definitely that good public adminis¬ 
tration is the best brand of politics.” 

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen;—Every taxpayer in 
Pittsburgh should clearly understand 
that the increase in the tax rate this 
year is not due to an increase of expen¬ 
ditures We have not increased our ex¬ 
penditures. We have reduced them. This 
Is a skimpy budget, a stingy budget, a 


wartime budget. In my opinion, it is a 
budget that cannot further be appreci¬ 
ably lessened. 

It is true that we have all received the 
usual number of unsigned scurrilous let¬ 
ters, and we have all read the local 
newspaper advices written under the 
usual protection and cloak of editorial 
anonymity urging budget cuts, but I am 
quite certain that if we brought these 
unknown advisers before us they would 
quickly see that they know very little 
about the subject and could give us 
nothing but wishful generalizations. 

For three years w'e have balanced our 
budget and paid off millions on our city 
indebtedness. This year we have a defi¬ 
cit—the first in four years. Why? Be¬ 
cause we had to pay to taxpayers large 
sums of money due them because they 
had received reductions in their assess¬ 
ments during the year. The city is 
powerless to halt this assault on our tax 
base. Over the years a condition has 
been created which is now causing the 
same kind of shock to our fiscal struc¬ 
ture as is brought to our individual 
bodily structure when a surgeon uses his 
knife. In a brief seven years, the city 
has lost $250,000,000 in assessed valu¬ 
ations. Think of that! Two Hundred 
and Fifty Million Dollars! A quarter 
billion of dollars taken away from us as 
a source of income! No business, private 
or public, can take in stride a shock like 
that. Is there any fairminded man or 
woman in Pittsburgh who can expect 
the same services and the same tax rate 
when a thing like that is happening at 
the very time W'hen all our living costs 
are up and our employees must of a cer¬ 
tainty have their wages increased? Taxes 
in Pittsburgh are not high. They are 
only high against real estate. They are 
low, or non-existent, against anything 
else. We plead for support of our efforts 
to broaden our tax base. We urge such 
broadening not particularly, or exclu¬ 
sively, for this administration or this 
Council, but for the future administra¬ 
tions and the future City Councils that 
are going to be called upon to administer 
the affairs of this city. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I would like to 
say a few words with respect to this 
ordinance. The reason for the Increase 
in the 1944 tax levy has been thoroughly 
explained by you, Mr. President, Mr. 
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Duff, Chairman of the Finance Commit¬ 
tee, and Mr. Demmler, who has worked 
so hard and faithfully on this budget. I 
heartily concur in what has been said. 

I also want to comment on the remarks 
of Mr. Weir. I feel as he does, that we 
should go deeper into the budget esti¬ 
mates and par off where we can without 
hurting the particular activity involved. 
I do not say we can, but we should go 
over the different accounts and trim 
where we can. If these savings can be 
effected, as Mr. Weir suggests, they 
should be put into a fund to provide bet¬ 
ter wages for the underpaid city em¬ 
ployees and to equalize salaries and 
wages of those employees doing similar 
work, such as street foremen, chauffeurs, 
white collared workers, et al, so that 
they would receive comparable remuner¬ 
ation. I say this to avoid salary and 
wage adjustments in the future. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am not going to 
offer any apology for my action In voting 
No on this ordinance, because we have 
to raise taxes. We are caught in a pincer 
movement where there is no other way 
out because of the falling assessment 
values and the increased cost of City 
Government. Everybody is facing the 
increased cost of living. The taxpayers 
of the City of Pittsburgh are burdened 
with excessive taxes on real estate. This 
Council has no other means of getting 
revenue to run this city efficiently, to 
give the taxpayers the service they de¬ 
sire, especially police and fire protection. 

A majority of the members of this 
Council have adopted a tax millage 
which I think is insufficient to meet the 
expenses for the coming year. 

The proposition that was submitted by 
Mr. McArdle and I, while it would not 
have adequately taken care of the prob¬ 
lems facing us, would at least have taken 
care of the two major functions of the 
City of Pittsburgh—that is, police and 
fire protection. 

Our proposition would only have 
amounted to a little over one-half mill 
of the tax fixed in this bill now before us. 

I think it is high time that not only 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh, 
but the Mayor of the City and every 
civic minded citizen of Pittsburgh should 
approach the problem that I have brought 


I before this Council on numerous occa- 
i sions, namely, the vast amount of real 

i estate in the City of Pittsburgh that is 

' tax exempt. There is approximately 
$38,000,000 worth of public utility prop 
I erty exempt from taxation; and all told, 
there is $115,000,000 of exempt property 
! in the City of Pittsburgh. It is some¬ 
thing that has been inherited and handed 
down to this Council from year to year; 
and now that we are confronted with 
the situation that we cannot run the City 
of Pittsburgh on the revenues received 
from real estate, I say that everybody in 
the City of Pittsburgh should rise up and 
demand that many of these tax exempt 
properties, and especially utility proper- 
j ties, should be removed from the tax 

I exempt list and be placed on the tax list. 

I am going to offer no excuse for vot- 
j ing against this bill. The amount will not 
i be sufficient. Last year I predicted that 
j you would be borrowing money to meet 
I current obligations during the year, and 
i this you had to do. I think when this 
j bill is adopted the revenues will not be 
I suffidient to run the City of Pittsburgh 
j during the year 1944. 

! Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

I Mr. President:—Certainly with all 

these speeches today I could not let a 
thing like this go by without having 
something to say. I am going to vote 
against the tax millage fixed in this ordi¬ 
nance because, as Mr. Gallagher has said, 

I believe it wili not produce enough 
money to carry on the activities of the 
! city as they should be carried on. Of 

I course, that is a difference of opinion. 

! There are quite a few of them in this 

I body. 

j I will say, at the outset, that when 
■ the budget was presented to us, it was a 

budget that was cut to the bone. I be¬ 
lieve in some instances it was cut a little 
too fine, but nevertheless it is by and 
large a pretty fair budget. The Mayor, 
in his message to Council, recommended 
i setting up the sum of $750,000.00 to be 

! allocated for pay raises to city em- 

I ployees, but this amount of money is 

I not included in the estimates submitted 

j to us. That, personally, I do not think 

is enough. I believe that the employees 
i in the lower-paid brackets should be 

given an increase in salary of at least 
10 per cent. I do not think that $750,- 
000.00 will accomplish that. And for the 
very little difference in dollars and cents 
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to the. small taxpayer, giving our em¬ 
ployees a fair raise, of say, 10 per cent, 
is not any too much, because all around 
us, wages have been raised. The County 
year before last granted its employees a 
5 per cent raise, and last year another 
five per cent. Of course, nobody knows 
what it will give its employees in the 
way of pay increases this year. And 10 
per cent, I think, is pretty much of a 
rock bottom raise. 

Now, naturally, I feel that the major¬ 
ity of this Council is figuring on what 
the millage should be and see what they 
can do with the ampunt of money they 
have in the budget. Personally, I stated 
before the budget sessions started that 
I would not vote on the millage until I 
knew what they were going to do, par¬ 
ticularly for the employees. Now, that 
is the main reason I am voting again.st 
this measure before us today. 

Gentlemen, sooner or lat^, the Council 
of the City of Pittsburgh has to acquaint 
the taxpaying public with the facts. I 
am one of those public officials who be¬ 
lieves that if we went out and told the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh what 
kind of a budget we should have to give 
them what they want, it would not be 
any Twenty-four Million Dollar Budget; 
it would be a Twenty-eight or Twenty- 
nine Million Dollar Budget. Because, in 
this budget, there is no money set up 
to do any repair work on our streets, on 
which we have a large capital invest¬ 
ment. It is just not in the wood. We 
are In the same position as a housewife 
when given $5.00 she can only go out' 
and purchase $5.00 worth of merchandise. 

I think the sooner the people know these 
facts the better off the city will be. 

I would be for appropriating money to 
carry on a campaign to force the State 
Legislature to broaden our powers. I 
sat in the Legislature, as did two other 
members of this Council. I have no 
quarrel with what they did. The State 
Legislature passes laws that saddle addi¬ 
tional burdens on the City of Pittsburgh, 
but gives us no opportunity to levy a 
tax to take care of them. I have no 
quarrel with the police and firemen who 
have legislation passed at Harrisburg in 
their favor, to increase their salary, or 
give them better, working conditions. But 
at the same time the State Legislature 
does not give us the opportunity to raise 
the money to meet these additional de¬ 


mands. Because of the heavy tax burden 
on real estate, people are moving from 
the City into the suburban districts. It 
^ is a fact, as everybody know's. You 

j can see it round you every day. In my 
I opinion, when the taxpayers are ac- 

[ quainted with what confronts the City of 
Pittsburgh, the sooner they will get be 
hind a movement and demand of our 
Legislature the opportunity to relieve the 
property owners of the excessive burden 
on real estate. 

For the reasons stated, I am going to 
vote against this tax levy ordinance 
today. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I dislike very 
much to be compelled to vote for an in¬ 
crease in the millage and more especially 
to vote later to refund about a Million 
Dollars. But the necessity to do both 
this year arises from unusual circum¬ 
stances mainly because of the diminish¬ 
ing revenues ^ttirough the reduction of 
assessments. 

Last March I foresaw the fiscal situ¬ 
ation that is now confronting us at this 
budget time. I brought the matter to 
the attention of City Council at that 
time, and Council, at my suggestion, 
unanimously requested that a bill be in¬ 
troduced In the Legislature at Harrisburg 
to broaden the base of taxation .so as to 
relieve the burden on real estate. That 
bill was introduced at Harrisburg and 
unfortunately the bill w'as not passed. 

All I can say now is that I hope the 
people of Pittsburgh and particularly the 
responsible leaders of this community 
will unite with Council at the next ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature and try to impress 
that body with the necessity of giving 
Council the power to broaden the tax 
base by obtaining revenue from other 
sources than real estate. I am sure if 
we all work together that can be accom¬ 
plished. 

And the bill as read a second time 
was agreed to.

Gentlemen: 

We have your communication of No¬ 
vember 30, 1943, relative to the above in 
which you advise that the Bill was given 
an affirmative recommendation subject 
to a report from the Law Department as 
to whether or not the contract can be let 
by Resolution and finally paid for by a 
Wallace Act Ordinance. 

On Inquiry we have ascertained that 
during the reconstruction and renovation 
of the second floor of the South Side 
Market House under a general contract 
awarded after advertisement and com¬ 
petitive bidding, the need for repairs to 
the heating plant became evident. In 
order to complete the repair work on the 
Market House and have it open in time 
for the announced opening date, Decem¬ 
ber 7, 1943, the general contractor ■was 
instructed to take bids and award the 
contract for repairs to the heating plant 
to the lowest bidder. The Pittsburgh 
Heating & Piping Company with a bid 
of $666.00 secured the contract and we 
are now advised has largely completed 
the job. 

Your inquiry in its broadest aspect, 
presents two questions: 

1. Can the material and services sup¬ 
plied the City be paid for by a 
Wallace Act Ordinance? 

2. Can the City enter into a contract 
in the manner here attempted? 

1. With respect to’ Council’s power 
and authority to pay for the material-s 
and services rendered by the Pittsburgh 
Heating & Piping Company at the South 
Side Market House by the passage of a 
Wallace Act Ordinance, we are of the 
opinion that such payment may be made. 
The City has certainly received the bene¬ 
fit of the labor and material and the 
work performed at that site by this 
company and if as it is stated. Council 
was aware and acquiesced in the per¬ 
formance of these services by the heat¬ 
ing company. Council has a moral obli¬ 
gation to pay for the work. 

The Wallace Act of 1874 gives Council 
in its legislative discretion a wide lati¬ 
tude in paying for work and materials 
supplied or benefits received by a munici¬ 
pality. We are, therefore, of the opinion 
that the Waliace Act ordinance author- 




izing payment to the Pittsburg-h Heating 
& Piping Company of the sum of $666.00 
for work performed at the South Side 
Market House is within Council’s dis¬ 
cretion and authority. 

2. As to the right of the City to enter 
into a contract in this manner, you are 
advised that the Charter Act specifically 
provides for authorization by ordinance, 
public advertising and competitive bid¬ 
ding in contracts involving an expendi¬ 
ture of more than $500.00. The prescribed 
procedure was not followed in this case 
on the grounds that the exigencies of the 
situation required prompt action. 

However, a determination of the ques¬ 
tion of whether Council has the right to 
enter into a contract in this manner is 
not necessary for the passage of this 
resolution or a subsequent Wallace Act 
ordinance; if Council determines that it 
is morally bound to pay this charge, it 
may pass the present resolution evidenc¬ 
ing its recognition of that obligation and 
may thereafter pay for the work by a 
Wallace Act ordinance.

Council as a body, or as individuals, will 
welcome any constructive criticism. 

I wish to state that before the Salary 
Ordinance and the Appropriation Ordi¬ 
nance for 1944 are passed by Council, 
both of these ordinances will have the 
most careful consideration and will re¬ 
ceive full discussion. 

Council, I am .sure, will follow this 
policy as printed in a circular: 

“That reduction of public expendi¬ 
tures, where necessary, be sought 
through carefully studied constructive 
economies rather than through indis¬ 
criminate budget slashing.” 

I, as an individual, would i5sue thi.s 
invitation, also from this circular: 

“Come exploring with us in the field 
of tax ways and find out why, how, 
and for what you pay money to the 
government. 

“Taxes are high. They will be 
higher. As we grow more civilized 
our community standards of living 
rise just as our Individual .standards 
rise. It is w’ell that we become ac¬ 
quainted with the public exchequer.”

Gentlemen: 

We have your letter of December 8, 
1943, in which you request the report and 
recommendation of this Department on 
the above bill. 

This bill was prepared in this Depart¬ 
ment and contemplates the refunding of 
certain city obligations which mature 
during the current fiscal year 1944. Sue!) 
procedure is authorized under the Munic¬ 
ipal Borrowing Law of 1941, and thi.s 
ordinance, prepared after consultation 
with the City’s bond counsel is the proper 
and legal procedure under that Act. 

Your attention is especially directed to 
Section 2 of the Ordinance which pro¬ 
vides that the funds derived from this 
sale of bonds shall be applied to the re¬ 
demption of the named electoral bonds 
maturing during the year 1944 and for 
no other purpose whatsoever. The effect 
of this is that having authorized the 
issuance and sale of these bonds, the 
money derived therefrom is pledged to 
the redemption of the bonds named in 
the Ordinance, and the appropriation for 
sinking fund purposes normally made in 
your appropriation ordinance, may be re¬ 
duced by the sum of $1,000,000.00, the 
aggregate amount of this issue. 

Your attention is also directed to a 
number of amendments which should be 
made in Section 3 of the Ordinance. As 
originally prepared, the bonds were to 
be dated the first day of January and 
interest payments to be made in Janu¬ 
ary and July. It now appears that the 
issues to be refunded do not mature 
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until May and after consultation with 
the Controller, we are agreed that the 
bonds should be dated April, 1944, and 
interest payments made in April and 
October; also the expense of the issue 
should bo charged to Contingent Fund 
Account No. 42. We would request that 
the Bill be amended on final passage to 
include these changes in Section 3 and 
also in Section 7 of the Ordinance.

Mr. Demmler arose and said; 

Mr. President:—The Salary Ordi¬ 
nance, as now before us, is not the 
Salary Ordinance I hoped would be pre¬ 
sented. This is a compromise bill, and it 
is the result of much thought and has 
been discussed in great detail. 

It would have been an impossibility to 
present a salary ordinance at this time 
if we could not have held private con¬ 
ferences. It was only through these pri¬ 
vate conferences that the Members of 
Council were able to prepare and pre¬ 
sent this ordinance. 

The Appropriation Ordinance, which is 
the next matter before the Budget Com¬ 
mittee, does not involve persons or per¬ 
sonalities and therefore, can and no 
doubt will be considered and discussed 
in open meetings. 

I quote from my remarks made in the 
meeting of Council of December 6, 1943: 

"I wish to state that before the 
Salary Ordinance and the Appropri¬ 
ation Ordinance for 1944 are passed 
by Council, both of these ordinances 
will have the most careful consider¬ 
ation and will receive full discussion.” 

In an editorial entitled, "The City Bud¬ 
get”, published in the Pittsburgh Post- 
Gazette for November 29, 1943, there is 
this paragraph: 

“On the other hand, neither the 
Mayor nor Council seems in the least 
Inclined to resurvey the pay-roll with 
an eye to eliminating unnecessary 
jobs. Perhaps some positions that 
could be dispensed with now would 
have to be restored when war con¬ 
ditions end and departments now 
marking time return to full activity. 
But there will be little difficulty fill¬ 
ing the places when that day arrives. 
In the meantime there could be sub¬ 
stantial savings to be applied toward 
increases for essential employees 
whose connection with the pay-roll 
is not based primarily upon their 
performance on election day.” 

There are few positions in the City 
which might be abolished without affect- 
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ing service, and yet, in many cases, 
though there may be two positions each 
with only fifty per cent efficiency, it 
would be impossible to combine the two 
positions into one. 

I 

If it were possible for each of us to 
improve our efficiency by ten per cent, 
there would be a marked improvement 
in the public service. I am not in favor 
of the indiscriminate abolishing of posi¬ 
tions. 1 will, however, exercise the ut¬ 
most care and study of facts before 
voting to create any new position or 
positions. 

The salarj" ordinance w’hich I would 
like to vote for is one equalizing salaries 
in positions having the same work and 
responsibilities, making proper classifica¬ 
tions and establishing minimum and 
maximum salaries and wages. I know of 
one City of more than 400,000 population 
which has such an arrangement. This 
city also has a personnel department 
with a personnel director in charge at 
?6,000.00 per year, with a complete staff. 

I would vote for the creation and 
establishment of such a true personnel 
bureau or department. 

1 extend my personal invitation to 
those who have , constructive criticisms 
and suggestions to make on the Salary 
Ordinance now before us, asking them 
to send or bring same to me. I invite 
letters from anyone regarding any in¬ 
justices created or contained in this bill, 
and the same will receive careful and ^ 
confidential consideration. 

In my remarks on December 2, 1943, 
on the Ordinance fixing the millage for 
1944, I stated; 

"Good government is good service 
—service to the community. It is the 
duty and obligation of each and every 
elected official, appointed officer and 
hired employee to render his full 
service in the position which he 
holds.” 

Today I would add the following from 
an address of Joseph F. Blickley, Di¬ 
rector, Bureau of Standard Weights and 
.Measures, as printed in the monthly 
bulletin of the Pennsylvania Department 
of Internal Affairs for November, 1943, 
entitled, “Give Everything You Have”; 

"This may be a peculiar title for an 


address to Weights and Measure.s 
Inspectors, but conditions existing 
today make it necessary that you do 
just that. ‘Give everything you have'. 

“Since our last meeting in Scranton 
on September 22, 1942, much has oc¬ 
curred in our beloved nation. We 
have met with successes on the many 
battle fields of the world, which have 
far surpassed the few minor re¬ 
verses we have suffered. 

Reasons for Success. 

“We could not have attained the 
success we now enjoy if our valiant 
boys were not satisfied to ‘Give 
everything they have'. They sacri¬ 
ficed their homes and loved ones. 
Yes, many gave their lives that we 
may remain free to choose the dic¬ 
tates of our hearts, free to give our 
bodies the life they enjoy mo.st, free 
to give our .souls the spiritual nour¬ 
ishment they require. 

“Pause a moment, and take a per¬ 
sonal inventory by asking yourself, 
‘Am 1 punctual in starting my duties 
on time? Do I keep my mind alert, 
my eyes and ears open, and my 
mouth shut? Do I talk about things 
in my line of duty that do not con¬ 
cern me or my job? Do I treat the 
merchant and consumer courteously 
to the extent they will respect me 
and my position? Do I cooperate 
with my superiors? Am I punctual in 
making out and forwarding my re¬ 
ports, in order to lighten the burden 
of my superiors? Do 1 stand by and 
assist them at all times, as I should? 
Can they depend on me? Have I 
enough respect for their judgment.s 
to ask opinions when in difficulty and 
abide by their decisions? Am 1 an 
asset or a liability to my superiors 
and the people I serve? Do I believe 
that Weights and Measures work is 
one of the most important functions 
of government? Do I think my posi¬ 
tion is important, or just another 
job? Am I ‘giving everything I have' 
to my job, my .superiors and the peo¬ 
ple I serve? 

“We could ask ourselves many 
other questions. This is just a little 
food for thought, in order that we 
may be faithful to our duty and have 
respect for one another. I..et us not 




forget America is still the land of 
opportunity, being defended for fu¬ 
ture generations. If you have been 
guilty of any injustice to the people 
you are in duty bound to serve, to 
your superiors or to your job, imme¬ 
diately resolve, for the preservation 
of America and our generations, to 
‘Give everything you have’ to your 
job, your people, and your America.” 

I have lived through two major wars, 
the Spanish-American War of 1898, with 
the slogan, “Remember the Maine”, and 
World War No. 1, of 1917-18, which was 
to “Make the World Safe for Democ¬ 
racy.” Now I am living during a third 
war. World War No. 2, which is to 
“Maintain the Pour Freedoms.” This 
war, like many other wars has produced 
various posters, songs and slogans. In 
the Grant Building restaurant there is 
this poster: “You can’t spell vic-Tory 
with an absent ‘T’. This poster pre¬ 
sents two different thoughts to me. One 
calling attention to the fact the absen¬ 
teeism is hindering the war effort and 
the other fact is that it Is through those 
absent from our homes, farms, offices 
and business who are making the fight 
for victory. Get each and every one of 
us strive to make our City, State and 
Nation such, so that upon the return of 
the absent members now in our fighting 
forces, they will be able to say as in the 
closing words of the song, “This is 
worth fighting for.” 

lifr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President;—^1 did not intend 
saying anything at ail about the Salarj'^ 
Bill, but I feel it encumbent upon me to 
answer some of the remarks of my dis¬ 
tinguished colleague, Mr. Demmler. Mr. 
Demmler, in his remarks, if I heard them 
correctly, said that in order to go over a 
.salary bill it must be done in conference. 
He infers that Mr. Gallagher and I, for 
not attending the private conferences, 
were derelict in our duties. I have been 
watching budgets made in the City of 
Pittsburgh for some time, and I have al¬ 
ways been under the impression, whether 
personalities or persons were involved, as 
they are involved in a salary bill, that the 
proper place for making such a budget 
is at the committee table. That is the 
position I took last year. I gave the 
conferences a try. What goes on in con¬ 
ferences naturally is not for public in¬ 


formation: at least, I have always re¬ 
garded caucuses more or less of a private 
discussion. But the salary bill is a public 
bill. It involves the salary of every city 
employee. It involves every taxpayer of 
the City of Pittsburgh, and while some of 
the members of Council discussed it in 
private, which they have a perfect right 
to do, and I have no quarrel with them 
for doing it, still, at the same time, it is 
proper that they go through the motions 
at least when two of their members have 
not participated in these private con¬ 
ferences. 

Last Thursday, I believe it was, the 
bill was presented here and a statement 
made by Mr. Demmler. Mr. Gallagher 
and I asked questions about the salary 
bill and were answered truthfully. But 
after the meeting was over, I was unable 
to secure a copy or look at the salary 
bill. I asked the clerks. I discovered 
that one of our activities—and a member 
of Council can bear me out—that there 
was no provision made in the bill as then 
presented to provide an increase in 
wages for the refuse drivers. Now, to¬ 
day, it is in the bill. I did not intend to 
say a word about it. 

But when a man gets up here and by 
inference, which that statement cer¬ 
tainly is, makes the statement that un¬ 
less you as a member of Council sit in 
private conference and work on the sal¬ 
ary bill, you are derelict in your duties, 
he is not going to get away with it with 
me. This salary bill I am going to Vote 
against. I have no quarrel with the 
manner in which it was made. I dis¬ 
agree with it. I think it is an unfair 
statement for some one to say that un¬ 
less—and it is done by' inference—you 
agree to sit down in a closed room to 
discuss something, you are derelict in 
your duties. Since I have been a mem¬ 
ber of Council I have not been afraid to 
face the facts either in formal Council 
meeting, or at the committee table. If 
I think a bill is not right I will say so 
in public. That is the purpose of my 
making these remarks. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President;—I did not intend 
to make any remarks on the Salary Bill- 
I intended to vote No on this ordinance 
as I did on the Tax Levy Ordinance. 

My remarks on the Tax Levy Ordinance 
are clear. I said I had no apology to 
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offer to the taxpayers in voting for an 
increase in the millage over what was 
presented and finally adopted. I am firm¬ 
ly of the belief that the services we have 
to render to the taxpayers of Pittsburgh 
require more money than set up in the 
Tax Levy Ordinance, and in this ordi¬ 
nance which is before us today. This 
salary ordinance is inadequate. I am 
voting against this ordinance for the 
same reasons I gave when I voted against 
the Tax Levy Ordinance. By the end 
of next year you will have deficit financ¬ 
ing. 

Like Mr. McArdle, I resent the infer¬ 
ence that I was derelict in my duties as 
a councilman, because I did not attend 
the conferences in a back room. No mat¬ 
ter what personalities enter into a ques¬ 
tion of change of titles or salaries of city 
employees, it is public business. I think 
the public should have the benefit of the 
remarks made around the Council table. 
With the press present, the remarks of 
the member.s of Council, who are elected 
by the voters of Pittsburgh will be pub¬ 
lished and the public will know the sen¬ 
timents and learn of the actions of each 
and every member of Council on public 
questions. 

I was asked and invited to attend the 
conference on the salary ordinance in 
the President’s office. I replied to the 
member who extended this invitation, 
"What's the use of my attending the 
conference? Anything I present would 
be voted down.” For that reason I did 
not attend any conferences. I want to 
make my position clear that I am voting 
No for the reasons stated here and on 
the Tax Levy Ordinance.

continue to so result during the war 
emergency; and 

WHEREAS, Such changes necessitate 
the suspension of certain regulations now 
in force in order to cooperate to the 
fullest extent with the conservation pro¬ 
gram of the Federal Government; Now, 
Therefore, 

Section 1, Be it ordained and enacted 
hy the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same. That 
during the present war emergency the 
Mayor and the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety be, and they are 
hereby, authorized to suspend any exist¬ 
ing traffic regulations that are recom¬ 
mended to be suspended by the Better 
Traffic Committee, and to cause the re¬ 
moval of sigirs relating to such regula¬

inches by twelve and one-half (12%) 
inches. For fire places, stoves and ranges 
using solid or liquid fuel a chimney or 
flue in which terra cotta flue lining is 
used shall have a cross sectional area of 
not less than fifty (50) square Inches; If 
flue lining is not used the flue shall be 
at least eight and one-half (8%) inches 
by eight and one-half (8%) inches. For 
ranges, water heaters, unit heaters, cir¬ 
culating heaters and similar equipment 
using gas as fuel a smaller flue shall be 
permitted. 

Add the following new Sub-section: 

(3) FLUES AND VENTS FOR GAS 
APPLIANCES; For incinerators and gas 
heating boilers or furnaces, chimneys or i 
flues conforming to the provisions of 
Sub-sections (1) and (2) of this Section 
shall be required. 

No flue or vent shall be required for 
domestic ranges and for ranges, water 
heaters, unit heaters, circulating heaters 
and similar gas fire equipment which do | 
not produce a temperature above 550 de¬ 
grees F. at the outlet of the vent con¬ 
nection when burning gas at the manu¬ 
facturer’s input rating, outlet pipes of 
the following types shall be permitted: 

(a) Outlet pipes of incombustible, non- 
corrodible material of sufficient 
thickness, ctoss sectional area and 
heat insulating quality to avoid 
temperatures in excess of 160 de¬ 
grees F. on adjacent combustible 
material so supported and connected 
as to prevent leakage at the joints. 

A clearance of at least one (1) inch , 
shall be maintained between the 
pipe and all combustible materials, 
including plaster on wood lath. 

(b) Outlet pipes equal to soil pipe or 
standard steam or water pipe hav¬ 
ing relatively low heat insulating 
value, and so supported and con¬ 
nected as to prevent leakage at the 
joints, provided that when such 
pipes extend through from story to 
story to roof, or are located inside 
partitions or walls, they shall be 
encased in an incombustible jacket 
with one and one-half (1%) inch 


air space, the encasing jacket or 
duct being open at the top and 
bottom and continuous for its en¬ 
tire length. 

Strike out Sub-sections (7) and (8), 
Change numbers of Sub-sections

The application for such permit 
shall be in writing, shall state the loca¬ 
tion and character of the well and the 
purpose for which it is intended to be 
used, and shall be accompanied by plans 
and specifications, legibly drawn in ink 
on blanks to be furnished by the said 
Division of Plumbing and House Drain¬ 
age. Provided that, where it is proposed 
to dig or drill a well within the lines of 
any street or alley, there shall also be 
compliance with the requirements of 
existing ordinances and the regulations 
of the Department of Public Works re¬ 
lating to the opening of streets. 

Section 2. A fee of twenty dollars 
($20.00) shall be charged for each permit 
issued under the provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance. All such fees shall be paid to the 
City Treasurer. 

Section 3. No well, cistern, spring or 
stream shall be cross-connected with any 
City water supply line. All existing 
cross-connections are hereby declared to 
be in violation of this ordinance and must 
be removed within thirty (30) days after 
written notice of the violation has been

Section 4. For the purpose of this 
ordinance, the term “cross-connection" 
is defined as any connection, direct or 
indirect, by means of pipes, tanks, re¬ 
ceptacles or any other plumbing fixtures 
or equipment by which water, sewage or 
any other material might be siphoned, 
forced, drained or otherwise introduced 
from any well, cistern, spring or stream 
into the City water supply lines. 

The term “Cit.v water supply lines" is 
defined as the system of water supply 
lines whereby water is supplied within 
the City limits, either by the City of 
Pittsburgh or by any public service cor¬ 
poration authorized by law to furnish 
water in the City of Pittsburgh. 

Section 5. For the purpose of enforc¬ 
ing the terms of this ordinance, it shall 
be the duty of the Division of Plumbing 
and House Drainage of the Department 
of Public Health to inspect all wells dug 
or drilled and all cisterns, springs and 
streams within the limits of the City of 
Pittsburgh. For the purpose of conduct¬ 
ing such inspections, any inspector of the 
said Division of Plumbing and House 
Drainage shall be authorized to enter any 
house or building, ground or premises in 
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the City of Pitt-sburg-h at any time during 
the day or night. 

For the purpose of implementing the 
term.s of this ordinance and adequately' 
protecting the health of the citizens of 
the City of Pittsburgh, the Director of 
the Department of Public Health is here¬ 
by authorized, empowered and directed to 
prescribe and enforce such rules and 
regulations as may be necessary, includ¬ 
ing rules and regulations relating to the 
conditions under which permits may be 
granted under this ordinance.

Whereas, The Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania, through the Department of 
Highways has requested said W. D.

line of the Glenwood and Dravosburg 
Electric Street Railway Company’s pri¬

Section-2. No liability shall be incurred 
against any appropriation item in excess 
of the unencumbered balance thereof, and 
said appropriation items shall be admin¬ 
istered subject to and in conformity with 
the following terms and conditions: 


(a) Data required for preparation of 
payrolls shall be submitted to the 
City Controller In such form, and

No obligation shall be in¬ 
curred by any department of the City 
government other than for salaries or 
wages, or for necessary expenses of em¬ 
ployees when engaged upon City busi¬ 
ness, except through the issue of an or¬ 
der, stating the service to be rendered, 
work performed, or supplies, materials or 
equipment to be furnished together with 
the estimated cost of the same. The Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Supplies is 
hereby authorized and directed to provide 
upon requisition by the head of any de¬ 
partment all necessary suppile.s, mate¬ 
rials, equipment and machinery for such 
department, provided, however, that no 
requisition of any department shall be

licitor, the School Solicitor and the Col¬ 
lector of Delinquent City and School Tax¬ 
es, which shall have charge of the office 
of the Solicitor for Delinquent Real Es¬ 
tate Tax and Water Rate Liens, which 
Board is given authority to appoint a 
Solicitor and approve the necessary per¬ 
sonnel and expenses of his office for the 
joint filing, reviving, consolidating and 
enforcing payment by Court action, or 


otherwise of city and school tax liens 
and liens for water rates and such other 
related duties as may be required by said 
Board in connection with delinquent tax¬ 
es and delinquent water rates; and, 

Whereas, the said act provides that 
“the manner and method of paying said 
expense shall be determined by the legis¬ 
lative bodies of the .said city and school 
district and the proper authorities of the 
city and school district shall provide the 
necessary facilities and funds upon the 
request of such legislative bodies”. Now, 
therefore, 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
by the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same, That 
the amounts to be paid respectively by 
the City of Pittsburgh and by the School 
District of Pittsburgh for the expense of 
maintaining said office shall be paid into 
a trust fund in quarterly installments, 
one-fourth thereof on the second day of 
January, one-fourth thereof on the first 
day of April, one-fourth thereof on the 
first day of July and one-fourth thereof on 
the first day of October of each year; Pro¬ 
vided, however, that if by reason of ex¬ 
cessive demands upon said fund the same 
is about to be exhausted, the Board hav¬ 
ing charge of the office of the Solicitor 
may requisition from the City and from 
the School District in their proper pro¬ 
portions such additional sums as may be 
required to meet such an emergency. 

Section 2. The funds coming into this 
account shall be administered by the City 
of Pittsburgh as a trust fund and shall 
be carried on the books of the City of 
Pittsburgh as such. All moneys coming 
into this account shall be deposited in a 
special account in a bank or trust com¬ 
pany to be designated by the Board and 
shall be secured by the deposit of col¬ 
lateral in the same manner and under the 
same rules as those which govern the 
securing of funds deposited by the City 
of Pittsburgh in its own depositories. 

Section 3, All costs which are paid out 
of this trust filnd and which are later 
collected and paid to the Board, together 
with docket fees accruing to the Solicitor 
and fees for the Delinquent Tax Collector 
which are a part of the costs and paid to 
the Board, shall be deposited in the trust 
fund, or if not paid to the Board they 
shall be credited to the account of the 
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Board on the books of the agent collect¬ 
ing the costs. 

Section 4. All payments from the trust 
fund shall be authorized by the Board and 
a list of payments so to be made shall be 
certified by the Solicitor of the Board to 
the City Controller. This certification 
shall be the only authority required for 
making such payments. 

Section 5. All payments from the fund 
shall be made by the City of Pittsburgh 
in accordance with Ordinance No. 442 of 
the City of Pittsburgh, approved October 
27, 1942. 

Section 6. Supplies and equipment for 
the Office of the Solicitor may be pur¬ 
chased through the Department of Sup¬ 
plies of the City of Pittsburgh on requi¬ 
sition of the Solicitor of the Board in the 
same manner as supplies and equipment 
are now purchased by and for the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

Section 7. This Ordinance shall be void 
and of no effect unless the School District 
of Pittsburgh shall adopt a Resolution 


in substantially the same form and with 
the same legal effect. Any Increase or 
decrease in the appropriations to the 
Office of the Solicitor for Delinquent Beal 
Estate Tax and Water Rate Liens shall 
be approved by the City and by the 
School District. 

Section 8. All moneys remaining in the 
trust fund provided for herein at the end 
of each year after the payment of all 
salaries, expenses and costs accrued dur¬ 
ing the year shall be returned or credited 
to the City of Pittsburgh and the School 
District of Pittsburgh in the proportion 
that each contributed to the fund. 

Section 9. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the provi¬ 
sions of this Ordinance, be and the same 
is hereby repealed so far as the same 
affects this Ordinance.
